I should be false to 
myself and to my mission if I were to conceal from you 
the fact that I believe that you and I have something to 
do, and a not unimportant pert to play in that divine 
work. What is the message that is being thus declared ? 
It would take me long wo state it, and indeed it is 
tmpossible to state it in its fulness, but briefly outlined 
itis: The essential divinity of man; his unbroken one 
ness with God ; the salvability of the race as a whole, and 
rot merely of an individual here and there ; the unity of 
asl life, the hither and the yonder, this side and the 
turther side of the change called death; the divine 
appointment of the struggle and the pain which are the 
necessary conditions of ihe manifestations of the essential 
nature of Eternal Love; the identity of divine justice, 
mercy, righteousmess, love, truth—these ought never to 
have been separated the one from the other, for they 
never have been separated in the being of God; the 
home-gathering of mankind to that Eternal Heart whence 
it came, a process in which saviour of the race shall 
willingly labour and suffer, until all selfishness has been 
destroyed and every sinner bas become a Christ. That 
is the word of God for to-day, and that is eternal truth. 
I believe it to be the real Gospel of Jesus.” 

As an “ Evangelical” Alliance it is ours to safe- 
guard grey-headed doctrines which are held dear 
by reverent Christians as a whore. It is true that 
nothing can destroy God’s truth, but it is a question 
for yerful consideration how far such teaching 
as that quoted should proceed without united and 
public 4— What do our readers think ?

In July last a letter was addressed to Secretaries and representatives of the Evangelical 
Alliance in all lands suggesting that the Eleventh International Conference should meet in London 
during 1907, and asking for advice as to suitable dates. 

The replies received from all parts of Europe, and countries beyond, are most cordial, 
welcoming the proposed invitation to London, and suggesting the early part of July as the most 
convenient date. Following this token of the Lord's guidance the Council of the British Alliance 
warmly respond and now invite you, Beloved Brethren, in the name of the Lord Jesus to meet 
with them,and others, on this auspicious occasion, that we all may be strengthened in the bonds 
of our Christian Brotherhood, may take counsel together, and encourage one another for future 
service in the great harvest field of God, and for witness unto the Lord Jesus Christ our coming 

Sixty years have passed since eight hundred brethren from many lands, representing nearly 
all branches of the Reformed Church, gathered in London (1846) for the formation of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance. The years that have elapsed since that memorable meeting have been marked by 
important progress, both in the history of the Christian Church and the work of the Evangelical 
Alliance. The gracious blessing of God our Saviour has been given to the latter quite beyond the 
expectations of its early founders. Lands groaning under the bondage of religious oppression and 
restraint have opened before the prayers and representations of the Alliance, and are now accessible 
as never before for the free proclamation of the glorious Gospel of Christ. 

Many persecuted and oppressed for righteousness’ sake have found in the Alliance an advocate 
and a helper, ready to plead their cause before Kings and Emperors, Councils and Magistrates. 
Sometimes by document, and sometimes Bardens Rave Dees bors, end 
the law of Christ has been fulfilled. 

Ihe main object for which the Alliance was founded, namely, to manifest the unity of the 
One Church, which is the body of Christ, and to promote Christian tove and fellowship-—have 
resulted in eminent blessing. To-day, to some extent, and notwithstanding many deplorable 
divisions, we see a longing after closer unity amongst Christians of all Churches, which may bring 
nearer the time when the perfect unity for which our Lord prayed shall be manifested. (St. John | 
xvii. 20-23.) 
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The Universal Week of Prayer has been widely and increasingly observed. In no less than 
one hundred different countries the international programme finds cordial acceptance, and, with 
each successive new year, links together an ever-growing circle of the Lord's true children. . 

It is fitting then that we should meet together to render thanks to our Heavenly Father for all 
that has been accomplished through the work and agents of the Alliance, and to seek a fresh 
manifestation of the Holy Spirit's presence and power as the Quickener, Sanctifier and Guide of 
the Church. 

But while our hearts are full of praise and gratitude for past favour, we are humbled at the 
present general indifference, worldliness and laxity of faith seen on every hand. Inside Christen- 
dom hindrances to the Gospel abound. The difficulty of maintaining a clear testimony to definite 
Evangelical truth is intensified by a cold unspiritual criticism, which aims at depreciating the Word 
of God and tends to overthrow the authority of our Blessed Lord as Son of God. 

On the other hand, signs are not wanting that the outpoured Spirit of Pentecost is, in measure, 
restrained through the lack of unity and prayer in the Church. This awakens concern in not a 
few and summons to deepened earnestness and concerted action on our part. God yet waits to be 
gracious, and already there is a sound of abundance of raiti: 

Sixty years of effort have brought nearer the return of the Lord Jesus Christ. On every hand 
signs betoken that “ He is nigh, even at the doors,” and to all who love His appearing the precept 
to “ be sober and watch unto prayer” becomes more and more urgent. 

We therefore invite you to come to the Conference from July 3rd to 8th next, in hopeful 
expectancy and prayerful desire. Now, as always, the invitation is addressed, not to members ot 
the Evangelical Alliance only, but # ad Evangelical Christians ; it being understood that the 
fundamental principles of the Gospel, as set forth in the Basis of the Alliance, govern the proceed- 
ings. A warm welcome awaits all from every part who are able to accept the invitation.

To His Majesty Edward VII., by the Grace of God, 
King of the United Kingdom of (Great Britain and 
Ire Emperor of India, Kc. &c., &c. 

Your Majesty, The Hon. Minister for the Colonies, 
Lord Elgin, in a despatch from Downing Street, dated 
tgth August last, and only published in the English 
papers during the past few days, acquaints His Excel. 
lency the Governor of these Islands, that the circum- 
stances connected with the mission held in the Theatre 
Royal at Mala, during May last, by the Kev. John 
McNeill, have directed the attention of His Majesty's 
Government to the question of the general treatment of 
the various religious denominations in these Islands, and 
that therefore the Hiun. Minister proposes to advise Your 
Majesty to issue Royal Instructions amending the present 
Instructions by the insertion of the following Clause 

lt being Our intention that all persons inhabiting 

Our said Island should have full liberty and the free 

exercise of their respective modes of religious worship. 

We do hereby require Our said Governor and Com- 

mander-in-Chief to permit all persons within Our said 

Island to have such liberty, and to exercise their respec- 

tive modes of religious worship, provided they be con- 

tented with a quiet and peaceable enjoyment of the same. 
not giving offence or scanda! to the Govenment.” 

Your Majesty,—In my capacity of Bishop of this 
Diocese, and therefore Spiritual Head of the whole 
Island, I humbly permit myself to bring to Your Majesty's 
knowledge that no greater blow could be given to the 
Religious and Civil sentiments of this people, always 
most loyal lo the Crown, than by the projected clause as 
to liberty of religions in this Island, after more than a 
century that it has been under the government of Great 
Britain, from whom it has always had reiterated and 
solemn promises of protection for the Catholic Religion, 
promises also recognized by the present Govern- 


ment, and lately admitted by the Under-Secretary of 
State for the Colonies himself. 

Your Majesty,—I hope Your Majesty will exempt me 
from enumerating the reasons why the whole Island felt 
strongly shaken on the first announcement of said 
despatch. Only permit me, Your Majesty, to observe 
that public exercise of religion in Malta has always been 
reserved for over a century to the Catholic Church alone ; 
which was recognized by almost all the Governors of 
the Island every time my predecessors and I myself may 
have felt it a duty to direct remonstrances to the Govern- 
ment when a minister of another religion has attempted 
to publicly exercise any act of religious worship. 

Therefore, will Your Majesty allow me to make a 
hamble but deep prayer, in the name of the whole popu- 
lation, whom I represent, that Your Majesty may sot 
accord Your Royal Sanction to the projected Clause of 
Your Minister for the Colonies.

Our Sixtieth Conference at Plymouth, 
October IGSth-Ig th, 1906. 


A RELIGIOUS organization which has for sixty years 
weathered the changing winds and currents of 
public interest should rightly sound on its Sixtieth 
Birthday a note of thanksgiving, as well as claim a 
tribute of commendation. 

The brilliant assemblage at the Guildhall, Ply- 
mouth, on Tuesday, October 16th, evidenced the 
exceptional interest attaching to the Sixtieth 
Annual Conference of the Evangelical Alliance. 
For an hour previous to the public meeting and 
welcome in the Guildhall, the Mayor and Mayoress 
of Plymouth, accompanied by Lord Kinnaird and 
the Bishop of Exeter, received the delegates and a 
numerous company of specially invited guests in 
the Law Courts. The august surroundings of the 
reception chamber lent no coldness either to the 
cordial welcome of the host and hostess or to the 
hearty greetings between invited guests. Thus a 
truly pleasant and profitable hour was spent. 

Meanwhile, in the Large Hall, preliminary to the 
public welcome, a special choir, conducted by Mr. 
W. Stoneman, contributed a song-service; Mr. 
Lewis G. Sydenham presiding at the great organ. 

Punctually at eight o’clock Lord Kinnaird took 
the chair, accompanied by the Bishop of Exeter, 
the Mayor of Plymouth (Mr. J. J. Yeo), Sir Robert 
Anderson, k. C. B., LL.D., Dr. Hingston, Rev. 
Hubert Brooke, M.A. Rev. W. E. Burroughs, 
B. D., Lt.-Col. Roberts, Mr. G. E. Thomas (Bath 


Branch), Mr. Baker (Tunbridge Wells Branch), 


and other delegates, also a numerous company 
representing local religious and philanthropic life. 

The singing of “There shall be showers of 
blessing ” was followed by the reading of a portion 
of Scripture by the Rev. H. Epworth Thompson, 
and prayer by Rev. W. E. Burroughs. 


Messages of Note. 


Mr. H. Martyn Gooch (General Secretary) stated 
that a large number of letters and telegrams of 
congratulation had been received in connection 
with the opening Meeting of the Sixtieth Conven- 
tion of the Alliance. Amongst these Lord Polwarth 
(President of the Alliance) sent a letter regret 
for absence, in which he pointed out “ how import- 
ant it is that we should not allow minor differences 


of opinion to prevent us from realizing true oneness 
in Jesus Christ.” The Bishop of Carlisle rote 
“Most heartily do | wish God's blessing on the 
Evangelical Alliance and every other agency for 
spreading the (,ospel of the Lord Jesus Christ and 
promoting true unity among His disciples.” The 
Bishop of Sodor and Man sent a message of 
sympathy with the objects of the Alliance, and 
expressed his “ special desire that there may be a 
healing of division on minor points amongst those 
who love the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity." The 
Rev. F. B. Meyer, in a letter, suggested that “two 
subjects specially claim the intercessions of Chris- 
tians at this crisis first. that the Education difficulty 
may soon be settled on an equable and just basis, 
and secondly, that the inhuman cruelty which is 
being perpetrated in the Congo Free State should 
be brought to a speedy conclusion.” Sympathetic 
messages were also read from the Bishop of 
Durhani, the Bishop of Liandaff, Lord Bangor, 
Lord Overtoun, the Rev. Prebendary Fox (C.M.5.), 
the Rev. G. Campbell Morgan, D. D., and the Rev. 
Dinsdale T. Young. 


Lord 


The Chairman, said they had learned in the last 
sixty years many lessons in the direction of sinking 


minor differences and joining together on a common 


platform in order that they might manifest to the 
world that the points on which Evangelical Chris- 
tians agree are far greater than those on which 
they differ. At the same time, during sixty years 
they had learned to love their individual Churches, 
he hoped, more sincerely, to work for them harder, 
and more in season and out of season than certainly 
laymen and laywomen were doing sixty years ago. 
But for the honest way in which the Alliance had 
carried out its principles they should not have had 
the cordial support of the Archbishops and Bishops 
of the Church of England and the leaders of the 
Free Churches and of the great Missicnary 
Societies. The more they met together on a 
platform of love to the Lord Jesus Christ the better 


they understood one another and could go forth 


unitedly to work for Him. In addition to mani- 
festing unity in their one Lord and Saviour, the 
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EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM. 


Alliance also rejoiced to remind fellow believers 
of the need of universal prayer. In the rush of the 
present day there was a danger of putting prayer 
into the background, and in Christians this became 
a source of weakness. They would agree with 
him, therefore, that the Universal Week of Prayer, 
which was one of the objects of the Alliance, 
emphasized and supplied a very great need. At 
present in one hundred different countries, there 
were large numbers of Christians who began each 
new year with united prayer. Then again, the 
Alliance held tenaciously to the integrity of God's 
Word, and also helped those who worked together 
under different Protestant Governments to relieve 
persecuted Christians in all countries, and to secure 
for them religious liberty. 

Lord Kinnaird here read a telegram just received 
from the Danish Branch of the Alliance. This said 

“In the name of the Danish Committee we 
send our warmest greetings, asking your inter 
cession for our Branch, your young, but as we 
trust, healthy child in Denmark. 

(Count MOLTKE, President.” 
To this message the following reply was tele- 
graphed 

Evangelical Alliance assembled, Sistieth Con- 
vention, returns hearty greetings to Danish 
Branch. Colossians i, verses 3 and 4. 

“ KINNAIRD, CAairman.” 

Lord Kinnaird in his closing remarks reminded 
his hearers that they had come there for a definite 
purpose. They had come there in order that they 
might meet around a common Faith and catch an 
inspiration which would carry them back renewed 
and strengthened for the work which lay before 
them as servants of Christ, whether at home or in 
the regions beyond. Might they be the better 
enabled, through having attended the Convention, 
to go forth to the world manifesting that love 
which alone would bring.it to the feet of Jesus 
Christ. It was hoped, Lord Kinnaird added, that 
many would join the Alliance as the result of that 
Conference. 


The Bishop of Exeter. 


The BisHor or Extrem began by saying he 
esteemed it a privilege to be allowed to be the first 
speaker that night to extend a hearty welcome to 
the Sixtieth Annual Meeting of that great Christian 
Convention—a Convention which had nothing to 
do with any political action, nothing to do directly 
with any ecclesiastical action, still less with any 
controversial action, but whose object it was to 
exhibit the essential unity in Christ of all faithful 
believers in Him. The Bishop went on to say 
that he believed the Evangelical element in the 
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Church of England was indispensable to her life 
at the present day. He had that belief for two 
reasons mainly because of the marked type of 
character which was so conspiceously upheld 
among them—a type which he would characterize 
as one of deep personal religion, deep seriousness 
of conscience firmly rooted in livirg ith. The 
other reason was that the Evangelical school of 
thought in the Church of England kept them well 
reminded of, and testified persistently to, certain 
vital spiritual truths which, but for them, might 
possibly be m danger of being unduly overlooked. 
The basis of the Evangelical Alliance, the speaker 
proceeded to mention, included such points as the 
Divine inspiration, authority and sufficiency of the 
Holy Scriptures, the unity of the Cod head, and 
the Trinity of Persons therein, the incarnation of 
the Son of God, His work of atonement for sinners, 
and His mediatorial intercession and reign, the 
work of the Holy Spirit in the conversion and 
sanctification of the sinner, the immortality of the 
soul, the resurrection of the body. the judgment cf 
the world by our Lord Jesus Christ, with the 
eternal blessedness of the righteous and the eternal 
punishment of the wicked, the divine institution of 
the Christian ministry, and the obligation and 
perpetuity of the ordinances of baptism and the 
Lord's Supper. There they had points upon which 
there was substantial agreement among the over- 
whelming mass of orthodox Christian bodies. 
With regard to the question of the interpretation 
of the Scriptures, he did not believe there was a 
soul in that room who would wish to explain it in 
such a way as to contradict the words of the 
Aposile Paul when he said that no Scvipture was 
of private interpretation. What was required was 
a truth-loving investigation, under the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit, into the real meaning of Holy 
Scripture. In conclusion, he said he wanted to 
greet the visit of the Evangelical Adliance as a 
body, likely, in his humble judgment, to do 
excellent service on behalf of the great principle 
round which certainly would rage the Armageddon 
of belief and unbelief in the time that was coming, 
the principle, namely, that in lifting their eyes to 
the Cross of Christ and in following His perfect 
life they were not merely watching the most 
perfect example of the most perfect Man, but that 
they had to do there with the living God and with’ 
the personal declaration, in His beloved Son, of 
His love to fallen men and of His wish to save 


them. 


Welcomed by the Mayor. 


The Mayor or PiymMouTH (Mr. J. J. Yeo), in a 
brief but telling speech, welcnmed the Evangelical 
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Alliance in the name of the people of Plymouth, 
pointing out that there was a still smaller circle 
that extended the welcome with a special degree 
of cordiality and earnestness, those in the West 
who profess and call themselves Christians. The 
Mayor continued: “We welcome you for the 
knowledge of the great work that has been done 
by the Evangelical Alliance. 

I one might particularize, one would consider 
that, possibly, one of the most manifest blessings 
for all Christians, one of the most manifest biess- 
ings that have arisen on this common ground of 
meeting, has been the Week of Universal Prayer. 
Those who have by science encircled the world 
have done a very great thing in the interests of 
humanity. But the Alliance seems to point to the 
greater hidden power of Christians encircling it 
with a girdle of prayer. When I read, a day or 
two since, that through the agency of the Evan- 
gehcal Alliance, in the carly weeks of every year, 
in some loo countries and many languages, prayers 
are ascending to heaven from one organization 
that has its location in Christianity the wide world 
over, it seemed, as | looked at that fact, that our 
only fear of not realizing the hopes that we should 
have, lies not in realizing the great power that is 
committed to our charge in a special manner, the 
power of prayer, the means of reaching all the 
kindreds of the earth by that power, which God 
has committed to us. 

“ There is not only the work that has been done 
in the past, but the work that has still to be done in 
the future. This is very high, but not too high 
to admit of the possibility of attainment. The 
oneness of the Church is guaranteed by the prayer 
of our Lord, That they may be one,’ as He was 
one with His Father. It is, perhaps, not so impos- 
sible a thing to realize that it will be accomplished, 
as many of us seem to think, I would like to speak 
for one moment of the expectations that have been 
raised by the Conference coming to Plymouth, the 
prayers that have been ascending te the throne of 
grace on behalf of this purpose of unity, I would 
express my desire that your coming here might be 
a great blessing, first, to the Evangelical Alliance, 
and also that it might be a great blessing to our 
town and neighbourhood, and that in the prayers 
which have been offered, the Lord would fulfil all 
the petitions.” 


Rev. Hubert Brooke, M. A. 


before formally responding to the kind words that 
had been spoken in welcoming the Alliance to 
Plymouth, moved the following Resolution: 


“That this Meeting of members and friends 


of the Evangelical Alliance, gathered at Plymouth 


for its Sixtieth Annual Convention, desires to 
place on record its deep sense of the abounding 
grace and goodness of God shown in the blessing 
which has rested upon the work of the Alliance 
both at home and abroad for sixty years past. 
It recalis the memory of the men of God who 
were used in its initiation, most of whom have 
passed from earth to heaven, and rejoices in the 
many who have been raised up in constant 
succession to maintain its important testimony 
and work. It recognizes with thankfulness the 
present increasing vitality of the Alliance, the 
large number of workers from all sections of the 
Church of Christ who are identified with it, and 
who seek to further its cause; also the wide- 
spread power for God and for good which the 
Evangelical Alliance may become as the common 
meeting ground in difficult times on which all 
Churches can unite for concerted religious and 
philanthropic action; as a bulwark of Evangel- 
ical truth in an age of chaos and unrest ; and as 
a perpetual reminder and witness that the true 
oneness of the Body of Christ consists, not in 
uniformity, but in an inner unity of life originat- 
ing in a Common root and directed towards a 
common end. Ia so doing, this Meeting 
earnestly commends the future of the Alliance 
to the guidance and sovereign power of the 
Holy Spirit, and to the prayers and practical 
sympathy of followers of Christ in all Churches 
and countries.” 


Responses to the Welcome. 


Mr. HUBERT BROOKE then said :—“ In speaking 
to you the thanks of the Council for the cordial 
words of welcome that have been spoken, I must 
take exception to one word which your honoured 
Mayor made use of when he spoke of the 
distinguished ‘strangers.’ First of all, I am not 
distinguished, and then I am not a stranger, 
because for eighteen years Devon was my home, 
and 1, and many another after me, have learned 
that when once you have had a home in Devon 
you always consider yourself a Devonshire man. 

“I also speak, from personal reasons, with 
particular interest to-night. If I am not sixty 
years old, and therefore was not in at the beginning 
of the Evangelical Alliance, the next best thing 
to it is that my father was, and so I have an 
hereditary interest in the work from the very 


_ beginning.” 


“In the next plac, among those who were the 
original founders was the saintly Holden Stuart, 
vicar of St. Bride's, Liverpool. I have a special 
connection with the Alliance in having been his 
successor in that Church thirty years afterwards. 
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I have been a member of the Alliance for nearly 
thirty years, and have from time to time spoken 
im its name, helping what I cannot but believe to 
be its true, God-serving cause, wherever the 
opportunity has opened. Its cause is true and 
Ged-serving, because, | would like to remind you, 
it is always working on these three lines. First, as 
we have heard already to-night, it works for the 
manifesting of a Christian unity that really already 
exists, and it is a great pity, is not always manifest 
where it does exist. A traveller in Palestine told 
me once that in the plains, a little inland from the 
sea, in the south of Joppa, there are a large number 
of orange groves, with apparently no rivers or 
reams to supply them with water. You can 
have orange groves full of excellent fruit, and 
divided off by boundaries, so that one man says, 
This is my property, these are my oranges,’ and 
another man says the same. You might have 
them as severed as it is possible to make them, 
and yet there is one thing that anites them all. 
Where do they get their life from? An under- 
ground river out of sight, out of mind. Streams 
of water are flowing underground, and those life- 
giving streams give fruit to all the properties alike, 
and there is the secret in their union, producing 
fruit in divided sections. I see you do not need 
any explanation of the parable; it is a wonder- 


are outward divisions and separate sections, but 
underneath these there is a uniting together of 
those in whom the true Christ-like fruit is spring- 
ing up. There is a great uniting point, and this it 
is for which our Alhance stands. We believe it is 
good for the living Church of Christ, the blessed 
company of all faithful people, that that existing 
unity should be brought to the front, and that a 
sometimes mocking world should be told it is 
there, claimed and professed by all who share it. 
We want to display and strengthen the mani‘es- 
tation of an existing unity in all true Christian 
people. 

“ That unity is manifested and displayed, first of 
all, in the Week of Prayer, of which you have 
heard, and may God bless that more and more as 
the years go by. 

“Then in these united Conferences, of which 
ten International Conferences have been held in 
many of the great capitals of the world, besides 
these sixty within the shores of Britain. 

“Once more, in united work we do not exist only 
—though it would be a grand thing even to do that 
—to manifest the unity that binds together where 
other things would separate God's people. We do 
mot exist only for united prayer, though we do 
that, but also for mi,, work. If ever there 
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was a time when it was necessary to contend 
for the faith once for all delivered to God's 
people, surely it is now; and the Evangelical 
Alliance calls toge ber those who hold that com- 
mon faith, and asks them to lower the fences 
by which they are divided mere scaffolding — 
for the time, and to join together in facing the 
perils that are pressing on them, and in a large 
measure darkening the poor world in these days, 
and that on two sides. We have to contend, and 
we unite in doing so, against a false bondage and 
against a false liberty. There are the perils of a 
false bondage, when man-made rules and ordin- 
ances are pressed as the essentials of Christianity, 
when human interference is put between the soul 
and God, when anything darkens what should be 
the clear, bright way by which a believing, re 
pentant soul is brought straight into the Father's 
presence. We have to contend against ever: thing 
which binds a soul back, and hinders it, and delays 
it, and obstructs it from free access into the Father's 
presence in the name of the Redeemer Jesus Christ. 
For those who have suffered through that bondage 
many and many a time the Evangelical Alliance 
has contended and pled and laboured to good 
purpose. We must also remember that the Basis 
which the Bishop of Exeter has so interestingly 
and cordially spoken about to-night, teaches us to 
contend against a false liberty as well as against a 
false bondage. There isa liberty that does not cast 
away man-made bands, but nevertheless would 
cast away God's bands, and would say, in these 
days as in the days of old: Let us break their 
bands and cast their cords asunder.’ There are 
perils besetting Christian souls to-day on that side 
against which we need to contend as much as 
against false bondage on the other side. 

“These are perilous days when the Divinity of 
the Lord Jesus Christ is denied or doubted, when 
the Atonement of the Lord Jesus Christ is ignored 
or not wanted, when the All-sufficient Sacrifice 
and finished work of Christ is left on one side, 
when the absolute Authority of God's Word is 
altogether refused, and when man sets himself up 
to do what he was once tempted to think he could 
do—to be wise as God, knowing good and evil. 
There are truly perils that beset us on one side 
and on the other, and while we will contend in 
God’s name to be free from a false bondage, we 
will thank God that we are bond-servants of Jesus 
Christ, in whose service we find perfect freedom. 

“Not only do we seek to promote and to 
manifest the unity that binds God’s people to- 
together, and to contend against the perils that 
beset God’s people, but the Evangelical Alliance 
has also, during these sixty years, done a 
wonderful work in relieving the oppressed and 
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setting the prisoners free, and in contending for 
liberty of conscience to serve God according to His 
own Word, in every land under the sun. In Rome 
and Florenee, in Italy and Austria, in Germany, in 
Spain and Portugal, in Persia, and in Peru to choose 
but a handful out of many countries—the Evan- 
gehcal Alliance has laboured, and not in vain, to set 
free the oppressed who were oppressed for con- 
science’ and righteousness’ sake. It has opened 
the prisons of the Inquisition, and let the prisoners 
go free it has obtained liberty of worship in land 
after land, and place aſtet place ; it has exhorted 
the downtrodden and lifted them up ; it has secured 
God's blessing in land after land. 

would ask you to consider, particularly, why 
it 1s that this seemingly and, to the world, perhaps, 
quite insignificant Alliance is able to do such 
things. Supposing we heard of some wrong 
oppression done, let us say, in the empire of 
Austria, to certain Protestant Christians, and sup- 
posing the whole of England, or ‘the whole of 
English professed Christians united together to pro- 
test against it, what would happen? The Austrian 
Government would say, ‘What have the English 
people to do with us? Mind your own business.’ 
But when the Evangelical Alliance takes up the 
cause, and calls, shall we say, six men out of six 
of the different countries of Europe, representing 
the Evangelical Christians of twenty nations, and 
representing forty millions of Protestant commuai- 
cants, and these six men go to the Emperor of 
Austria, they receive an attention that no nation 
alone could ever receive, and they have received 
it. Do you not see thut if Christians are united 
as Christians they break down the divisions of 
nations and of countries, and they can speak with 
a power that nothing else can give them, and they 
have spoken with that power on many occasions. 
When you think that this Alliance has prevailed 
upon great nations to right wrongs, to secure 
liberty of consciefice, and freedom of worship, and 
the right to study God's Word, time after time: 
does it not show to us that there something we 
personally ought to do? It shows to us that we 
ought to seek more and more underneath all out- 


ward divisions, to find, to enjoy, to manifest, and - 


to maintain that real unity which does bind God’s 
people together. 

“It will be our study on succeeding days to 
show how this works out in one way and another, 
and if you know, as you do know, that this Alliance 
is active in such work as that, and, as the resolu- 
tion I have read tells us, has ever-widening oppor- 
tunities for active service, shall I not say that it 
would be well if every one of you who hold to the 
faith of the same Lord and desire to bring the same 
blessing, whether for individuals or nations, it would 
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be well if you who would lend us a helping hand in 
this good work would enrol yourselves as members 
of the Alliance, would seek to promote its principles 
in your own homes and churches and towns, and 
thas be Sfiarers in bringing such blessings as this 
Alliance has brought, and by God's blessing shall 
bring, to nations, even to the very uttermost parts 
of the earth. In the name of your visitors let me 
thank you for your cordial welcome ; and | formally 
propose the Resolution ‘that has been read.” 


Sir Robert Anderson, 


in seconding the Resolution, remarked that the 
reason why at one time he was not a member of 
the Alliance.was that he did not see the need of 
such an Alliance, but, for reasons which Mr. 
Hubert Brooke had emphasized, he had come to 
the conclusion that there was an extreme need for 
such an organization, and that its importance was 
of the very highest character. He described the 
Alliance as thoroughly Christian and intensely 
Protestant. Referring to the present controversy 
amongst Christians concerning the Education 
Question, the speaker said that it had led him to 
think that the vast majority of English people were 
not aware that there was such a country as Scotland, 
and that a man might be a Churchman without 
being an Anglican. He could not venture to decide 
the question whether it was possible to formulate 
an undenominational Christianity for the children 
of the educated classes, but the Evangelical 


' Alliance had solved the problem for the adults of 


the educated classes. 


In coriclading his address Sir ROBERT ANDERSON 
said: “If you appreciate the work of the Alliance, if 
you value effort, such as that to which his Lordship 
has alluded, and which has produced such admir- 
able results in the case of Malta, will you remember 
that every accession to the ranks of the Alliance 
strengthens its power in making appeals to our 
own Government, and to the public opinion of the 
world. I earnestly hope that the result of this 
Convention in Plymouth will be the accession of a 
large number of sterling Devonshire Christians to 
the ranks of the Alliance.” 

The Resolution was carried unanimously, after 
which the hymn, “ Now the Day is over,” having 
been sung, the Rev. T. A. Chapman, M.A., closed 
a memorable and inspiring meeting with the 
Benediction. 

We regret that pressure on our space renders it 
impossible to continue the report of our Plymouth 
Convention, The three days were 
truly days spent with God. At the closing meet- 
ing, held in the Guildhall, the General Secretary 
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returned thanks to those who had so generously 
helped the local arrangements, especially to the 
local Hon. Secretary, Mr. E. L. Bennett, the able 
Secretary of the Plymouth VMC. A. the friends 
whose homes had been placed at the disposal of 
invited speakers and delegates, and many others 
who had so generously contributed to the general 
success of the Conference.

Two Notable Utterances. 


THE Church Congress at Barrow was marked by 
a tone of elevating spirituality, and the proceedings 
contributed two notable utterances on themes of 
importance, both to the Evangelical Alliance and 
the Church universal.

the doctrines of the Church; whether persons may 
search the Scriptures freely and i tly for 
themselves, or only search them after they have been 
taught to find nothing else save that for which they 
have been authorized to look; whether tradition has the 
authority of truth or truth be indispensable to the 
authority of tradition ; whether any council since 
Apostolic days bas been so free from error as to claim 
infallibility for its decrees ; on what precise grounds and 
to what extent the ee ancient Fathers are of 
t of 


eater value than modern thevlogians and

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The Passing of Dr. Baedeker. 


“I HEARD a voice, which said, ‘Come up hither,’ 
and immediately | was in the spirit.” Such was 
the home-call of our beloved friend and fellow- 
worker, Dr. F. W. Baedeker, who exchanged earth 
for heaven on October oth last. 

The suddenness of Dr. Baedeker s death is seen 
im the following letter, dated only twelve days 
previously :—

At the welcome 
meeting his hostess 
sought an introduc- 
tion through the 
writer, only to hear 
that be was absent 
from the body and 
present with his 
Lord. 

To the Evangeli- 
cal Alliance the 
death of Dr. Bae- 
deker closes the life-history of one of its most 
ardent supporters. Dr. Baedeker not only sym- 
pathized with the persecuted for Christ’s sake, but 
with self-sacrificing devotion he bore their burdens 
by personal contact, often. visiting now Siberia, 
Russia, the Baltic Provinces, and parts of South- 
East Europe little known and less loved. 

On these occasions he was wont to travel alone, 
sometimes at great risk, often under discourage- 
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ment. To bim the doors of some of the darkest 

prisons in Russia were opened, and through the 

kindness of officials he was able to minister both 

to the physical and spiritual needs of the persecuted. 
Shortly before he died we approached him, 

urging the advisability of leaving on record a per 

manent account of his many travels and exper. 
ences on the Con 
tinent of Europe. 
Had he been spared 
we believe this 
would have been 
done, but as it is, 
the record is written 
in heaven, and will 
there receive a full 
reward. 

From Zhe CAris- 
tian we take the fol- 
lowing extracts 

Dr. Baedeker was 
the most humble and 
modest of men. but 
the Lord made him 
great and useful, en- 
larging his borders in 
a marvellous manner, 
as he went from 
place to place like a 
modern apostle sent 

_ forth by the Churches. 
He praised the Lord 
especially for the man- 
ner in which, since 
about the year 1887, 
the doors of some of 
the darkest places of 
the earth, the prisons. 
of Russia and Siberia, 
were opened to him. 


again the true joy of the evangelist as he saw evidence 
that the Seed which it was his privilege to sow was taking 
root in the hearts of poor, suffering men and women. 

It was a g'ad day to him when there was put into 
his hands the official permit from the head of the Prison. 
Department of the great Russian empire, to visit as he 
should be able any or all of its prisons. 

In the prosecution of this gracious werk the words 
spoken to the captives were wont to be of the simplest

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and most direct character. and his personal experiences 
often furnished illustrations, He made plain the lost 
condition of the sinner. telling them they had no power 
of amendment in themselves. Then the Saviour was 
presented in all His beauty, as the One for whom none 
were too poor. 

“Wherever converts from the Romish of Greek 
Churches were persecuted or in poverty, they also found 
a warm friend in Dr. Hacdeker. Towards the Stundists 
of Rassia his heart went out specially. In all their 
poverty, he spoke of them as apostolic missionaries, who 
—with few opportunities for more formal gatherings — 
engaged realously in ‘mouth-to-moeth evangelization. 
He had a great wish that Cbristian friends in this country 
could have shared his privi’ege of seeing some of these 
Stundists, and talking with them. 

“Though not connected with any of the denomina- 
tions, Dr. Baedeker loved all the Lord's people, and

cultivated their fellowship. Realizing how far the 
Evangelical Alliance was fitted to help the cause of the 
(rospel in the lands which lay near his heart, he enlisted 
much practical sympathy through this channel, and was 
a highly-valued speaker at conferences, notably when 
the Alliance celebrated its jubilee in 1896. At the 
Blankenberg and similar conferences on the Continent, 
as well as at Keswick and other places in our own lan! 
where believers congregate in large numbers, the presence 
of our beloved friend was much valued; and he was 
greatly used of God for the furtherance of missionary 
interest in specially needy countries, as well as in the 
upbuilding of believers in the faith.” 


To his widow, Mrs. Baedeker, the Council, in 
the name of the British Organization of the 
Alhance, have tendered thew heartfelt. and 
prayerful sympathy.

SPAIN to-day is passing through a politico- re- 
ligious crisis, of which the end is only too clear: 
unless Gospel truth takes the place of superstition. 
Ministries fall in consequence of their attempts to 
grapple with the religious question, and the Spanish 
Parliament hears speeches bitterly attacking 
Romanism and proclaiming attachment to Chris- 
tianity without dogmas and miracles. 
it is that the dogmas of Christianity are supposed 
to be the innovations of Rome and the miracles 
the legends commemorated in almost every Spanish 
church. The result is that the nation rapidly moves 
towards unbelief, and to be an educated man is 
considered synonymous with being an unbeliever. 
Even in the villages the reaction against Rome is 
only too visible, as the churches once filled are fast 
emptying, and the priest is considered a survival 
_of a-religion that has lost its vitality and hold on 
the minds and consciences of men. The change 
is sadly evident to the visitor who converses 
with his travelling companions and finds them 
surrendered to materialistic conceptions of the 
universe. God is forgotten in the revolt from 
superstition. 

On the. other hand, the persecution of the 
Evangelists by the authorities has practically 
ceased. Indifference, not Christian tolerance, is 
largely responsible for the altered policy, and the 
conversion of the Queen is thrown in their teeth 
with the remark : For a Crown the Queen changed 


her creed. What is your price?” They feel the 
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sneer, but persevere in their work. The freedom 
of discussion gives them opportunities for speak 
ing the truth in love, and many strangers are found 
in the services. In Sabadell, a manufacturing 
town of Catalonia, a vigorous sthool has been 
established and the congregations have largely in- 
creased. In Fuentela pefia, where the body of a 
drowned reformer was washed on the river's bank, 
practically the entire village attended the funeral, 
and by invitation of the Mayor the minister of 
Villaescasa addressed a crowded meeting in the 
Town Hall. The local priests demanded the im- 
prisonment of the evangelist, and the Mayor re- 
plied : “If you place a finger on this man I shall 
put you in prison!” The villagers eagerly invited 
him to return and tell them the good news, which 
they declared to be “the true and good doctrine.” 
Progress in Spain has been painfully slow. Many 
who sympathized with the reformers kept away 
from the services through fear of friends and ac- 
quaintances. They are now becoming bulder and 
attend, but they need much instruction. The evil 
to be faced and overcome is no longer the blind, 
bigoted superstition of the past, but the more 
terrible evil of unbelief, which is considered a 
necessary concomitant of progress. Nothing but 
the Gospel can overcome this spirit, and the faith- 
ful lives of the evangelicals are the witness which 
cannot be gainsaid even by their most intolerant 
opponents. Spain needs our prayers as it never 
before has needed them.

Writing om the 15th ult., 
he says :— 

I was delighted with what you told me your Alliance 
has been doing during the past for my dear country, so 
much afflicted and smitten, though not to death, at 
present. If possible, I should be very grateful to receive 
from you a few more particulars about it, as these facts 
may be of use. I may say so mach, that main attention 
at present should be turned to the 110 or more millions 
of the native Russians. All the other believers have been 
a great deal more basking in the sunshine of Western 
Europe's favour; what has been done for the Russian 
*mouzhik’ (peasant) has been underhand and in secret, 
because of the closed door, until some 18 months ago. 
You know how the Lord has opened the door. May no 
one shut it again. And I, for one, am so grateful that 
your people have stepped at once to enter in. It has 
certainly been the Lord's grace and guidance which has 
led you since thet opening, first, to care for the training 
of Russian preachers in Berlin, and next to introduce for 
the first time the Week of Prayer. These all are signs of 
the time, and we believe that we shall see greater things 
than these (John i. 50), The great Russian nation, which 
has been asleep for centuries, is just awakening to its 
opportunities. The sleep of the whole land is towards 
the morning ; some, who have been roused, still somehow 
hesitate to leave their beds of spi and 
ignorance, and only a few among t are in’ truth and 
reality ‘wp and doing. May God help us all to put 
every talent into the enterprise! The same Evangel 
which shook Germany in the seventeenth century, and 
made the Pope tremble.on his throne in Rome, is now 
proceeding as a two-edged sword out of the mouth of 
Him whose name is Faithful and True, who has started 
upon I1is white horse on this march of triumph in Russia, 
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conguering and to conguct. To Him be dominion and 
glory. Amen.” 

Professor Prokhanofl writes I duly received your 
two letters, one addressed through Baron Nicolay, and 
the second directly. Your programme for the United 
Week of Prayer will be published in my magazine with 
the greatest pleasure. I am greatly interested in the 
work of the Evangelical Alliance just as when I was in 
England.

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Unity Fact and Faith. 


An Address given at the Nasal Meeting ef the Richmenad Branch 
November 28th, 1906, 


By the Rev. Canon Fleming, B.D., 


We are all aware that this year the Evangelical 
Alliance reaches its Diamond Jubilee, its sixtieth 
birthday. It was born and nursed with prayer in 
1846, and it is intended in the coming year, 1907, 
to hold its Eleventh International Conference, 
which will be one of the deepest importance and 
interest. In the month of July (1907), from the 
ord to the 8th, we shall be summoned to the 
King Hall, in Holborn, where we shall have a 
Conference, perhaps the most representative that 
we have ever achieved. It was my-good fortune 
when quite a young clergyman, at Bath, to be one 
of those forming a committee to receive the 
Evangelical Alliance on the occasion of its visit to 
Bath. They kindly selected me as honorary 
secretary to carry out the arrangements for that 
Conference. That naturally led my own beart to 
give its adbesion to such grand principles as those 
which have brought us together here to-night. I 
have been for some forty-two years a member of 
the Evangelical Alliance, and I am glad to be 
here to-night as one of its honorary secretaries. 
With Dr. McEwan I have for many, many years had 
the great honour of being selected for that honorary 
capacity. I have never heard any argument or 
known anything happen from that day to this that 
has ever made me regret that, as a Christian clergy- 
man and a minister of the Gospel, I gave my 
adhesion in those long-ago days to this Alliance, and 
from that time I have supported its efforts for the 
Christian union and unity of all those who love 
the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. I owe some of 
my choicest Christian friendships to the fact that 
as a young minister | was led to join this Alliance, 
arid learn to know that men who differ from me in 
some things, as I may differ from them, may yet unite 
with me in the spirit of that splendid triad of 
Augustine, “In things essential—unity, in things 
non-essential—liberty, in all things—love.” We 
might suppose that in sixty years this cause would 
have made immense progress. But what is sixty 
years in the life of a society? In the life of a 
man or a woman it is everything ; for if we take 
away our childhood. and our declining years, it 
represents every working life that can possibly be 
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included within the limits of this existence. It is 
everything fora man or woman. But I look on it 
as nothing in the history of a great cause. When 
we speak of progress, let us remember the tremen 
dous difficulties that in these sixty years have had 
to be encountered. Let us remember) how this 
Alliance has contended in a Christian spirit for 
Christian liberty, and against the persecution 
of Christians, and how very often our hearts have 
been discouraged in our best efforts in this direc- 
tion. How often when it has seemed that we were 
nearing the goal, we have, by some effect of change, 
political or religious, been thrown back, and have 
seemed further than ever from the goal of our 
prayers and efforts. Are we, as Christian men and 
women, to be cast down by this? Surely not. Are 
we to diminish our prayers, lessen our hopes, or in 
any way relax our efforts? This is surely not the 
time for us to lessen one iota of our contention for 
the great principles of the Evangelical Alliance. 
For, after all, what are the principles that have 
formed our great basis from the very first? We 
have, first of all, the authority and the inspiration 
of the Word of God, and the right of private 
judgment for all Christians. We have the incar- 
nation of the Lord Jesus Christ and the atonement 
He made for sinners; we have also the work of 
the Holy Spirit in the conversion and sanctification 
of the sinner. These are, perhaps, three of the 
tians all the world over. If we faithfully accept 
this as the basis of our Alliance, we are brought 
at once into the grandest circle of Christian union 
that can possibly contain us. Hence we rejoice as. 
every year proves to us more and more that these 
are the great principles for which the one Church 
of Christ has to contend. If we accept it as the 
basis of our union, it does not imply that the 
Alliance is in any sense too broad, or that it is in 
any sense a new Christian Church or an ecclesi- 
astical organization of any kind. We can all 
believe in our own denomination, that in which we 
conscientiously believe, and I would not give any- 
thing for the religion that is not based on what a 
man or a woman conscientiously believes to be the 
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best and most scriptural. We can, all of us, not 
contend for our own denomination ; for that there 
is no necessity—in all the years that I have been 
connected with the Alliance I do not think that 
the word “contention” has come into my mind, 
certainly not into my practice—we all believe 
in our denomination, and yet be more than ever 
interested in and support the Evangelical Alliance, 
because we can spell all these things, the basis of 
the Alliance, in one word of four letters —“ Love,” 
the grand principle which St. Paul has taught us is 
the most abiding in its manifestation, and which 
we are met here to-night to advance, the mani- 
"festation of Christian love in the unity of the 
Spirit. 

But I contend that the Alliance does more than 
Support this great spirit of Love. It is a standing 
record before the world of the truth of the oneness 
of the true Church of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Hence we may well say that it is an Alliance. It 
is not an organization in the ordinary use of the 
word. We are allies together—Christians in 
allance, as the army of Christ, the one body of 
Christ. We are like the sea and its waves; but 
how? Distinct like the billows, but one like the 
sea. The unity of the body of Christ is manifested 
by such an Alliance as this, and our platform is 
wide enough for all, since to step on it is Chris- 


tianity itself —but no broader, if you please. I thinks 


the danger is sometimes that we should stretch the 
platform beyond that point. But it must be as 
broad as Christianity. In our hearts and principles 
there is room for every one; we have the grandest 
platform of Christian love and unity that was ever 
made. I do not advocate any attempt after greater 
uniformity. I know not where in the world you 
will find an attempt on the part of Cod to 
create uniformity. If you go to-morrow up into 
Richmond Park and have a hundred trees cut to 
pattern exactly, shape them as you please upon 
any mechanical plan by which every one is shaped 
to uniformity ; this day-year, what uniformity will 
you have remaining amongst the hundred trees? 
if you take a hundred watches represented in this 
room to-night, and set them all together at the 
stroke of twelve; in a week, What would be the 


story about the uniformity of all the watches? If 


God has taught us this, if He shows us that no 
two leaves on the tree, no two blatles of grass, no 
two human faces here, and no two lives are exactly 
alike—if God has taught us that, how is it that 
the Churches have been striving for so many 
centuries to try to teach the world that the only 
religion worth having 1s a religion of uniformity? 
We are bere to-night to contend for a Church 


founded on Christian unity; and that is what our 


Alliance so prominently teaches. I agree with

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your chairman that never was there a time when 
the principles of the Alliance were so necessary to 
the world and the Church; and to those who love 
the principles of Christian truth, than now. 

It is pre-eminently our prayer and desire that 
the coming year shall give a great imp. tus to the 
principles of the Alliance throughout the world. I 
believe they have now reached a hundred countries, 
and as we think of the universal spirit of prayer 
that is being offered up in those hundred countries, 
does it not show that not only science has girdled 
the world, but prayer has girdled the world? I 
think that we meet at a time of hope, and not at 
all at a time of despair ; a time of many difficulties 
on the religious horizon, as we may see them; yet 
I have nothing but hope in my heart for the future 
that the principles of our Allance, the revelation 
of God through the teaching of Jesus Christ and 
His disciples, will bear thei testimony and have 
their effect in the future as in the past. | love to 
think that when we meet as Christians and took 
one another in the face, we can meet in the spirit 
of hope. | well remember William Jay, one of the 
most eminent of Nonconformist preachers, preach- 
ing upon the text, “ We hanged our harps upon 
the willows,” from Psalm 137. “ Firstly,” he said, 
“every Christian has a joy, else why should be 
have a harp? Secondly, every Christian has a 
sorrow, else why hang his harp up’ And, thirdly, 
every Christian has a hope, else why not break 
the harp in pieces? And as I began to speak so 
1 would desire that my words should end in that 
spirit, a spirit of that strong hope which God gives 
us in His gospel of the future of that kingdom to 
which we belong as the body of the Church universal! 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. Everything is getting 
ready for His return, the world is slowly but surely 
preparing for it, all the instruments are attuning 
for the diamond jubilee of our Lord Jesus Christ 
when He shall come again. Dut it is only lately 
that the world as a whole has been discovered 
and reached. I was speaking at a meeting of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society at Highgate last 
week, and I believe it was said there that it is only 
very lately that this Society has attained the great- 
est victory that it has ever known ; that is to say, 
that now the Bible, in part or in whole, is printed 
and circulated in four hundred languages and 
dialects. When we think that this bas never been 
attained before, am I not right in saying that 
everything is getting ready for the coronation of 
the Lord Jesus Christ? Europe shall be His; 
Asia shall be His ; Africa shall be His; America 
shall be His; the isles of the ocean shall be His— 
all the earth shall be His. All the earth is now being 
girdled by the spirit of prayer and by the spread 
of missions both at home and abroad. The sailor 
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has done his work, the soldier has done his work, 


wherever as Christians they have gone in every 
part of the world; and the explorer has done his 
work. The #we Christian science has done its 
work—telegraphy, chemistry, electricity, they are 
all ready. Has the Church to get ready? Are we 
ready? Because | believe that the nearer we are 
brought to Christ, and the nearer we are drawn 
to each other, the more we are like a great army 
with different facings and different colours for the 
uniforms, but all banned together under the one 
great Captain of our Salvation, Jesus Christ, 
doing what we can while our life lasts to hold 
up His banner, and to hand down to those 
who fellow us those grey-headed truths which | 
believe are represented in the principles of the 
Alliance ruin, redemption, and regeneration the 
ruin of man by sin, the redemption of man by 
the Lord ſesus Christ, the regeneration of man 


by the Holy Spirit, These are the grand truths 
which underlie our Alliance, however we may state 
them, and they are truths which have been well 
called grey-headed truths, which no man and no 
numder of men will ever filch from us, which we 
bope to hand down undiminished and undimmed 
to our children’s children. May God bless the 
grand work of this Alliance throughout the world ; 
may He bless it here in Richmond. I feel that we 
should never meet without doing something to 
strengthen the cause that we have met for. There 
are little green papers here that mean membership. 
It would be a very good thing if the meeting here 
to-night would help the extension of the member- 
ship in Richmond. If you will please put your 
names on the little papers, the Secretary will be 
glad to receive your names for this good work. May 
God bless it abundantly above all that we can ask 
or think, for Jesus Christ's sake. 


The Universal Week of Prayer, 1907. 


Tun Universal Week of Prayer bas come to be 
regarded by Christians both at home and abroad 
as an institution associated with the commence. 
ment of each new year. The invitation and 
suggested topics for prayer and praise, annually 
prepared by the Council in London, is increasingly 
appreciated, and it is almost impossible to enu- 
merate the different languages into which the 
programme is translated. Its circulation is ever 
widening and extending, thus affording multitudes 
of Christians the opportunity of taking part in this 
united concert of thanksgiving and supplication. 

This year (1907) the invitation has been more 
cordially responded to than ever before, receiving 
618 signatures against 455 for 1906—an addition 
of 163, which is an unlooked-for advance. Twenty 
new countries have joined our prayer circle. These 
include Angola, Ashanti, Cape de. Verde Islands, 
Caroline Islands, Dominica, Faroe Islands, Gren- 
ada, Hawaii, Newfoundland, Nigeria, Nova Scotia 
Peru, Pondoland, Porto Rica, Saskatchewan, St. 
Kitts, West Australia, Uganda, the Gilbert Islands, 
and the New Hebrides. 

A few of the old centres have fallen out this 
year through missionaries being away on furlough, 
or other reasons. Possibly they will join again 
next year. 

It is impossible to gauge the extent of. the 
influence of the Universal Week of Prayer. This 
is apparent when we hear that in the provinces of 
Hanan and Hupeh in China alone 5.009 copies of 
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the Chinese programme are circulated. Eleven 
thousand Christians worship in about 300 churches 
there, where they have large and earnest meetings. 
This is gratifying in the light of the fact that in 
1896 the Evangelical Alliance, at the instigation of 
the Shanghai Branch, addressed the Government 
on behalf of protection for Christian Missions, and 
their appeal was favourably considered. In Bur- 
mah two thousands of copies of the programme 
are circulated in the Karen language. 

South Africa has opened its doors to the Week 
of Prayer very cordially this year. In Cape Colony, 
the Transvaal, Rhodesia, and Orange River Colony 
we are glad to record fifteen new centres. When 
we remember that twenty years ago it was neces- 
sary for the Evangelical Alliance to secure for 
travellers’ and missionaries in these parts the 
— ge | and courtesy of the Government and 

the Transvaal, the record of progress 

is the more interesting. India has responded most 
loyally this year, as fifty-eight centres will observe 
the Week, an advance of twenty-two on last year. 
This country is especially indebted to the Evan- 
gelical Alliance, which has always made India an 
object of deep interest. In 1858 the Alliance not 
only sought to promote a spirit of prayer in 
relation to India; but further employed its 
influence in the spiritual interests of the country 
by appeals to the Legislature, and the adoption of 
measures to call forth similar appeals from branches 


throughout the kingdom. 
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Vernacular education in India engaged the 
Council's attention at this time, the outcome of 
which was the formation of a society called the 
Christian Vernacular Education Society. 

Sweden has almost from the commencement of 


the Alliance felt its influence, and in %% will 


observe the Week of Prayer more enthusiastically 
than ever. Last year four representatives signed 
the programme, this year sixteen. As early as 
1852 we read of the influence of the Alliance in 
Sweden, and in 1858 a deputation from the Evan- 
gelical Alliance went to Stockholm to plead the 
claims of religious liberty with members of the 
Swedish Covernment. 

Some years afterwards, through a memorial to 
the King of Sweden on behalf of religious liberty. 
a Bill removing all restrictions was passed through 
both Chambers of the Diet, and to-day we hear 
from a Swedish pastor that the Week is universally 
observed all over Sweden, to a far greater extent 
than we are able to realize. 

We were glad to receive a response for the first 
time from St. Vincent in the Cape de Verde 
Islands, more especially as in 1882 our Council had 
to consider the case of one of the missionaries 
being persecuted there and having to leave the 
country. This is a Portuguese settlement, but to- 
day liberty of conscience is granted to Protestants, 
as in Portugal. 

As far back as 185656 a strong Branch of the 
Alliance was formed in Constantinople, and to-day 
it still flourishes. That was the time of the Crimean 
War, and Rev. Dr. Blackwood, one of our Council, 
went out to the military hospital at Scutari as 
chaplain there. We are much cheered by letters of 
sympathy and appreciation from members scattereyi 
over that large country, and from the President of 
the Branch itself. To have so many centres as 
the programme indicates in this land of Moham- 
medanism is good, and in no land is the union of 
Christians better exemplified than in Turkey, for 
here English, Greeks, Armenians, French, and 
German all meet together to worship. 

Turkey has been an object of solicitude to the 
Alliance for many years. It has done much, 


again and again, by representations to the Govern 
ment and to Napoleon III. of France, when in this 
country, to amehorate the condition of Christians 
in Turkey. 

Urumiah n Persia once possessed a strong 
ranch of the Evangelical Alliance which was 
formed for the protection of missronaries labouring 
on the frontiers of Persia and Turkey. That 
Persia still preserves her allegiance to the Alliance 
is seen by the list of representatives on the pro 
gramme. We much appreciate their loyalty, and 
read with interest every communication from them 
in their exile, and delight to hear of the hundreds 
of earnest worshippers who meet to pray. 

It is a pleasure to have so many islands in the 
South Seas join with us. This year the Week of 
Prayer will be observed in Santo in_the New 
Hebrides, Beru in the Gilbert Islands, Truk in the 
Caroline Islands, Ubwia tra Samaria, and Pife 
Bay, British New (,uinea, also in Fiji. We can bat 
hope that these new centres will experience much 
blessing, as did the Christians in Raratonga twenty 
years ago, when the sovereigns of the islands were 
invariably present, and an earnest spint of prayer 
prevailed. 

The West Indies, too, have not overlooked this 
privilege, and Hayti, Dominica, Grenada, St. Kitts, 
St. Thomas, the Barbados, Tobago, and Turks 
Islands all join with us. 

The programme has been printed in the Russian 
language for the first time this year, also in 
Welsh and Lettish. The extent of the influence 
will be difficult to determine, but we hope to 
hear cheering accounts in due time. 

Progress at home will be reported later, after 
the Week is observed. The Week of Prayer has 
rightly been “likened to a noble river having its rise 
in the lofty mountains, which, gathering strength 
as it flows, at last finds its way to the thirsty plain, 
and then onwards, ever increasing, overflowing and 
fertilizing the soil, carries blessing everywhere in 
its course, until at last it reaches the fathomless 
ocean, the beautiful emblem of our God's infinite, 


everlasting. unchangeable love.”

A Necessity of the Times. 


Address given at the Plymouth Convention 
By the Rev. J. W. Ewing, M. A., B.D. Peckham). 


| FEEL it a great privilege to stand amongst you 
this evening to take part in this the last gathering 
of this interesting week. It is to me a matter of 
personal regret that a series of public engagements 
in other parts of England have prevented my 
attending any of the earher meetings. It would 
have been a delight to me to have fellowship with 
the brethren of all Churches who have been here 
during the week, and to listen to the various 
addresses which have been delivered. I feel that 
it would have been a help to me, in preparing my 
message for this evening, to know what others 
have said. Yet, I trust my message has been 
given me by God, and if there should be some 
things said by me which have been already saul by 
others, may | ask you to beheve with me that God 
wishes the same note to be struck again, that it 
may resound in your hearts in the days which are 
to come. 

The theme which has been assigned to me, and 
which was suggested by the letter from an 
honoured and beloved leader in the Christian 
Church, the Bishop of Durham, is “ The Spiritual 
Unity of all Earnest Christians, a Necessity 
of the Times.” I am sure that the subject 
does not, for a moment, convey the idea that 
there is any time in the history of man when 
spiritual union among Christians is not a necessity. 
But we are reminded that there are certain special 
features in the life of our day which accentuate the 
need of spiritual union among Christians. 

Let us for a few moments survey some of the chief 
characteristics of to-day. We have in this day a 
growing unsettlement of religious belief. Physical 
science has made great advances : men have been 
discovering the secrets of nature; wonderful new 
light has been cast upon the world. Many have 
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who have begun to doubt that Holy Word which 
rests upon Divine revelation, and which no scien- 
tific process can verify. And there is to-day a very 
wide-spread tendency to a development of new 
political and social ideals. Men are questioning 
the past and analysing existing institutions. Many 
are almost inclined to say that because an institu- 
tion is old, it is worth little. This spirit has come 
into the examination of religious matters, so that 
many are questioning the foundations of the faith. 
And in a time when the progress of science, the 
changes of the political and social world, and the 
altered views of many with regard to Scripture 


have brought unrest and doubt, it is necessary 


thought that these secrets of nature indicated the 


entirety of the things that might be known, and 
that physical science was the only method by 
which we could arrive at truth. There are many 
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that those who believe that there has been given 
to us a Divine revelation of truth, and that we 
have certain rock-foundations on which we can 
build our eternal hope, should stand together for 
the faith once delivered to the saints.” .

on Christianity that were a feature of an earlier 
generation. In England we have the attacks of 
the Clarion, in Germany there are the attacks of 
Haeckel; and the reproduction of Works, like 
Haeckel’s, in cheap book form, has put into the 
hands of multitudes of our people fancied weapons 
against Christianity. And so, when the foundations 
of the faith are being unsettled, when men are 
turning to worldly pleasures, and when the enemies 
of Christ are actively opposing all that we count 
dear, it is trebly necessary for us to forget minor 
differences and stand together for the great realities 
on which we agree. 

But when we look on the condition of Christen- 
dom, we see Churches divided against one another, 
and controversies, partly political and partly reli- 
gious, rending asunder the fellowship of saints— 
a spectacle over which angels might weep. How 
sad that there should be bitterness where there 
should be love, suspicion where there should be 
trust, and imputation of evil motives where there 
should be defence of one another in Jesus Christ! 
Surely, in a day of. strenuous controversy, when 
Christian brethren are divided by the disputes of 
the hour, all should realize the importance of unity, 
and of standing together beneath the Cross and 
for the Christ. 

A hundred and one years ago, on the eve of 
Trafalgar, Nelson called upon his flagship a council 
of his leading admirals and captains, and from one 
of the chief ships of the squadron there was an 
important officer alone. “ Where is the captain of 
your ship? asked Nelson. The admiral made 
reply: We are not friendly; we are not on speak- 
ing terms.”

here.” When the captain came. Nelson said to 
them “ Yonder are the ships of the enemy Shake 
hands like Englishmen!” Christian friends, we 
are confronted to-day by the enemy, by a coalition 
of foes, by those who hate Christ, and the Bible, 
and the Sabbath, and the things that are most 
precious to ourselves. It is a time to stand together 
against the battalions of the foe, and in the name 
of Christ to strike a blow for righteousness and 
truth. 

What is the basis of that spiritual unity which we 
desire? We have not to seek the creation of a new 
thing, we have to realize the existence of »umething 
already amongst us. We are one by a common 
experience of Divine grace. All true Christians 
can say, We have been redeemed by the blood of 
the atonement of Christ, we have been regenerated 
by the grace of the Holy Spirit, we have been 
adopted into the family of Cod. and enabled to 
cry — as we have done to-night in our united 
prayer—* ‘Our Father, which art in heaven“ And 
those who have stood together at the Cross, those 
who have received the regenerating grace of the 
Holy Spirit, those who are sons and daughters of 
Heaven's King, are brothers and sisters one of 
another. 


Our basis is not only a common experience. It 
is a Common enterprise. We are fellow-workers 


with one another, and even—oh, wonder of von 
ders —with God. We are working for the 
establishment of nghteousness amongst men, for 
the exhibition of Christ in His glory, for the pro- 
clamation of Christ in His saving power, and as 
we labour in this sacred cause we are comrades 
one of another. 

But our basis of union is deeper still than this 
We have not only a common experience and a 
common enterprise. We have also a common life. 
What holds the body in union? The eye, the ear, 
the foot, the hand, the heart are all held together 
by a common life. Jesus Christ, by His apostle 
Paul, has taught us that there is one body, which 
is the Church, in which there dwells a single 
spiritual life. We are members one of another— 
individual believers, separate congregations, great 
Churches belonging to many lands, but ail held 
together in the body of Jesus ; and not only those 
who are on this side of the river, but those on the 
other side of Jordan : the Church within the zeil, 
and the Church without the veil—one Church 
possessing a single life. 

But we have not quite exhausted our basis of 
union. There is one other thing to be said of it. 
Our common life springs from the indwelling of a 
Christ is the life. Did H; not 
say that where two or three were gathered together 
in His name He would be in their midst? Before 


practical life of the world, we see a ten 
dency to forsake Divine worship, multitudes of N 
people passing the doors of our churches and N 
chapels. We find many using the Sabbath day N 
not for worship or for spiritual ministry, but for the 
gratification of their own desires after pleasure. 
Indeed, the thirst for pleasure is a feature of the 
life of our time, and all round our great cities there 
are springing up theatres and music-halls, in which ; 
many spend their available hours of leisure. in a 
time when pleasures and amusements of this kind 
capture so many hearts, it is necessary that those | 
| who have received a joy far greater than earth can iu 
ever give, into whose hearts the light of the eternal | 
God has shone, should stand together and proclaim 
to men their joys in the Holy Ghost. ö | 
Then this is a time when the enemies of Christ 14 
are not content to appear passive. There has been ö 
a recrudescence in our day of the infidel attacks 
| 
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He passed into the unknown, did He not declare 
to His disciples, “ La, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world”? But how is ne 
with us? We do not see His form, nor hear His 
voice, nor feel the touch of His hand. He said 
before He departed : “ It is expedient for you that 
I go away. If | go not away, the Comforter will 
not come unto you; but if I go, I will send Him 
unto you.” Christ, by the Comforter, is in our 
midst. Christ, by the Comforter, filled His disciples 
on the day of Pentecost. Ever since, He has been 
in the midst of His Church, so that the Church, all 
through the ages, is one Church. We have not to 
think of a succession of Churches—the Church of 
the early Christian days, the Church of the fathers, 
the Charch of the Reformers, the Church of modern 
Christianity- it is one Church all through the 
centuries, because there is one Christ, the Living 
Head of His people, who is working towards the 
accomplishment of His plans and the realization 
of His eternal purposes. 

The basis of union exists, then, in this great fact : 
our common experience of grace, our common 
enterprise of Christian service, our common life, 
and the indwelling in our hearts of the Saviour 
who is our life. 

Jesus does dwell in all our hearts if we are His 
disciples. But what, I think, we need to do is to 
realize our kinship in Him. How can we do it? 
I answer, first, by promoting in our own hearts, 
and in the hearts of those whom we can influence, 
a deeper spiritual life. It is the accidents of time 
that separate us; the principles of eternity unite 
us. The surface facts divide us the deep realities 
make usone. We differ on minor questions, super- 
ficial and transient, but when we touch the facts 
that are below the surface, we come to know our 
brotherhood. | shall never forget an address which 
was given at a united service in Manchester, 
attended by representatives of many Churches 
throughout the land, two years ago. The speaker 
descnbed two opponents who were both Christian 
men, but who could not see eye to eye, who always 
crossed one another, took opposite views, and were 
angry with one another before the day was done. 
But in the evening hour the two opponents go to 
their own homes, and one of them kneels in prayer ; 
and while he kneels in prayer alone, the fret and 
care and strain of the day pass out of his soul: he 
is in the holy of holies, the glory of God shines 
before him, Christ is real to him, he is finding his 
true life in spiritual fellowship. At that moment 
his opponent, who is also in prayer in his own home, 
has passed into the same holy of holies, and, laying 
his burdens down at the same sacred spot, is realiz- 
ing communion with the same Divine Redeemer. 


The two men who crossed one another's path and 


were angry with each other in the day, are one in 
the evening hour. They have found their anity in 
the depth of their experience, at the feet of their 
once crucified but now risen Lord. 

While we seek thus to promote. the spiritual life 
of our Christian communities, we need to provide 
binations of believers to meet together to hold 
fellowship. It is well for us to gather in conven- 
tions like this. But it is also well to meet in our 
own parishes and towns and villages. Sometimes 
those who meet at conventions are strangers at 
home. A brother minister told me that he met a 
clergyman of his village away in Switzerland, in a 
hotel. They came to know one another there, and 
to love one another, and when they returned to 
their own village, everything was different between 
them. Ought we not to come together for fellow- 


ip, that heart may speak to heart, that we may 


unite in prayer and praise, and in the testimony of 
the truth of God? 

The Week of Prayer at the beginning of the year 
is a beautiful institution. There are some districts 
in which it is difficult to hold meetings during that 
particular week. But where we can we should 
gather, irrespective of denominational position. 
We ought to meet in order that, as Christians, we 
may renew our spiritual life in combination, and 
touch hands with those who are indeed our kin. 
And while every Church in the land has its own 
particular work to do, and in our several neighbour- 
hoods we may feel that ovr hands are full, yet 
there are some things which we can do better in 
concert with with our fellow-believers in other 
communities than alone. 

May I give youan example from work undertaken 
in South London a year or two ago? We felt we 
should like clergymen and ministers of all denom- 
inations to stand together for social purity, and to 
reach the men of our district who needed such 
testimony. A clergyman of the Church of England 
joined with myself, a Nonconformist minister, in 
asking the ministers of the district to join us. 
Thirty-five clergymen and ministers of South 
London took part in the movement. When the 
evening came, Public Hall was crowded, many of 
the men havingto stand. The Bishop of Rochester 
took the chair, addresses were given by two Non- 
conformist ministers, and the result of that meeting 
was not only a quickening of the sense of the 
men of the district with regard to the great 
questions of social and personal purity, but an in- 
tensifying of the bonds of brotherhood amongst us, 
so that those who had taken part in controversies 


on opposite sides were led to understand one 


another as they had never done before. There 
are questions which do not pertajn to our Churches 
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individually, but which refer to the whole Church 
of Christ, and in our attitude towards which we 
may realize our Christian comradeship. 

May I also suggest that we may promote the 
spirit of Christian unity amongst our communities 
by asking them more fully to help one another ? 
Churches, like individuals, have their times of 
trouble, times of depression, times of difficulty. 
Sometimes the rich and prosperous Church lets the 
little struggling Church go on its way all alone. 
The people of one community pass the doors of 
the other and do not think of trying to lift the 
burden by which their brothers and sisters in 
Christ are oppressed. Ought we not to “bear one 
another's burdens, and so fulfil the law of Christ 

In one of the works of a great Russian writer a 
beautiful picture is given of a conversation held 
between two Russian men. One is glad to get 
some beautiful thing from the land of tyranny and 
tears. Jeremiah, the ragpicker, is talking to 
Terence, the hunchback, who is is trouble, and is 
trying to persuade him to accept a little financial 
help. When Terence is reluctant, Jeremiah says : 
Nov, Terence, God has put us in this world to 
see if we will obey His laws. He looks down from 
heaven and asks us, Do you love one another, as 
I told you to? If He sees that things are too hard 
for Terence, He says to Jeremiah, ‘ Just help My 
servant“ That is the spirit of true Christian 
and mutual helpfulness, the spirit which our Lord 
Jesus Christ Himself would inculcate, that we as 
Churches, as well as individuals, should seek to 
do what we can to help those who are having a 
hard time, who are placed in the front of the battle, 
and who in their weariness might almost despair. 

Is it hard to lové those who are in another 
Christian regiment than our own? Is it hard to 
understand those who speak another language than 
we speak, and who worship in other forms than those 
we use? It is not impossible. We need to realize 
that we are one family ; and there is a place where 
that realization may be born in us. I was visiting 
Jerusalem, and early on Sunday morning I went 
to the Episcopal Church, a little way from the 
Jaffa Gate. On my road to the church I passed 
by a little green hill where it is believed our Lord 
was crucified. That morning there was a large 
gathering of Arabic-speaking people. I confess I 
could not understand the language in which the 
prayers and the sermon were spoken. But there 
was one part of the service that did touch me— 
when the music of the organ told me that we were 
to sing in Arabic, or English, as we could,

He had 
nothing but good to say of all the diflerent missions he 
had visited. Pasteur Popoff was invited to tell about 
his work in Bulgaria, he being a Macedonian by birth, 
trained in America. 

A colporteur of the Irish Church Mission recently 
visited a fermhouse in which he found five people to 
whom he displayed his books. They declined to buy 
them, as they said they were Protestant books. One 
woman said if he had a good Catholic book she would 


buy it, and the colporteur at once showed her a copy of 


the New Testament, in which he said the religion of 
Jesus Christ, and of St. Peter, and of the other disciples, 
was to be found. They handed the book from one to 
another, and one young woman said, That is the very 
book I bought sometime ago, and when Father N 
saw it he told me that it was a Protestant book, and that 
I should not read it. but bern it at once, so I threw it into 
the fire.” The colporteur suggested that she must be 
making a some mistake, as Father N — would hardly 
order ber to burn God's book. She replied, ‘‘ I am not 
making a mistake, I am quite sure it is the same book, 
and I burnt if as he told nie to.” 

Yet, in spite of the priests’ efforts, the colporteurs sell 
an average of over 100 New Testaments and Gospel 
portions per man per month to Roman Catholics.

INTERESTING meetings have been held in various parts 
of the country since the last issue of EVANGELICAL

united Sunday evening services which he, in company 
with the local Congregational minister, was carrying on 
after church hours. People said the compact would not

Annual Report. 


T is with devout gratitude to God that the 
Council present the following summary of 
the proceedings of the Evangelical Alliance 

during the sixtieth year of its existence. 

The year has been an eventful one in the 
history of the Alliance. On the one hand, the 
hearts of the Lord’s people in many lands have 
been opened, so that the Council are enabled to 
report new interest, an increase in subscriptions 
and donations, and corresponding developments 
in its spiritual work. On the other hand, diffi- 
culties of a special nature, from within and with- 
out, have been encountered, needing constant 
prayer for wisdom and guidance, which have 
not been withheld. Hence, by the good hand 
of God, the Evangelical Alliance has been per- 
mitted to hold on its way, bearing constant 
testimony to the true Oneness of the Church of 
Christ; endeavouring to keep and to mang/est 
this Oneness in all lands, ministering to the 
needs of those who are the persecuted for 
righteousness’ sake, and commending an earnest 
cleaving to the cardinal doctrines of the 
Gospel. 

The testimony thus given is, perhaps, even 
more necessary now than when the Evangelical 
Alliance was formed in 1846. It has been well 
said, “there is a danger of religious sentiment, 
rather than religious truth, forming the bond of 
union and peace in religious alliances of the 
present day.” The “One Faith” of the Gospel 
is mutilated or set aside in order to provide a 
co-operating creed which shall include “all who 
profess or call themselves Christians without 
regard to the essential substance of revelation. 

Even within the Christian Church, leaders 
and teachers are holding lightly the Divine in- 


. Spiration, authority, and sufficiency of the Holy 


Scriptures, and quite recently open attacks have 
been made by eminent scholars upon doctrines, 
fundamental to our common Christianity.

Hence the value of the Evangelical Alliance 
is seen, not only in its beneficent influence and 
practical work in many lands, but also in its 
loyal adherence and testimony to “the Faith 
which was once delivered unto the saints.” It 
is gratifying to the Council to receive many ex- 
pressions of approval from members and friends 
of the Alliance that in this connection no depar- 
ture has been made from the Evangelical Basis 
agreed upon by some 800 representatives of 
fifty different denominations assembled in 1846 
in Exeter Hall, London. For this reason alone 
the Alliance should receive increasing interest 
and attention from those in all sections of the 
Christian Church who “ hold fast the form of 
sound words, in faith and love which is in 
Christ Jesus.” 

Before proceeding with our summary, it is 
necessary to mention that the past year has 
been eventful in the removal by death of many 
devoted and generous members of the Alliance. 
Unfortunately, the list is so long that we can 
only mention the names of a few, these in- 
cluding three Vice-Presidents, Sir William Muir, 
K.C.S.I., D.C. L., LL. D., Sir George Williams, 
and the Venerable Archdeacon Taylor. Others 
who should be specially .mentioned are Sir 
William Willis, Mr. Samuel Gurney Shepherd, 
Dr. Barnardo, Rev. John Smith D.D. of 
Edinburgh, Mr. Jeremiah Garnett, one of our 
life members, Rev. William Caven D.D. of 
Toronto, Dr. William Ogle of Derby, Rev. 
Canon Crooke of British Honduras, Mr. 
Robert Wilson of the Keswick Convention, 


Rev. Joseph Edkins D.D. of Shanghai, and 
Rev. E. E. Jenkins D.D. of Southport.

Notwithstanding the many and varied duties 
‘devolving upon the General Secretary in rela- 
tion to the official work of the Alliance, he has 
been enabled to visit many parts of the country 
to speak at drawing-room and other meetings, 
arranged by valued local representatives of the 
Alliance. The Council heartily thank the many 
friends’ who have thus helped the cause of 
Christian unity. They also desire to thank Sir

H. E. Fox, M. A., Rev. Canon A. E. Barnes- 
Lawrence, M.A., Rev. F. S. Webster, M. A., 
Rev. J. G. Train, Rev. Trevor Fielder, M.A., 
Sir Robert Anderson, K. C. B, LL. D., Rev. 
George Hanson, D. D., Rev. W. Fuller Gooch, 
Rev. J. M. Laycock, M. A., Rev. Archibald G.

Monro Gibson, D. D., RevJ. Gregory Mantle, 
Rev. J. Gosset Tanner, M. A., Mr. Samuel 
Wilkinson, and others, who, some on more than 
one occasion, have acted as a deputation from 
the Council. 

Among places visited during the year are 
Balham, Bath, Bayswater, Bournemouth, Blan- 
kenburg, Brighton, Charlton, Clapham, Copen- 
hagen, Crowborough, Cullompton, Dublin, 
Ealing, Eastbourne, Exeter, Exmouth, Hod- 
desdon, Langholm, Liverpool, Newton Abbot, 
Norwood, Paignton, Paris, Richmond, Ryde, 
Teignmouth, Torquay, Ventnor, Weston super- 
Mare, and Windermere. - 

In some of the above-named centres two 
meetings were held, and in others Conventions 
lasting two or three days, to which reference is 
made elsewhere. 

Every occasion of gathering Christians to- 
gether to manifest their unity in Christ Jesus 
and to prayerfully consider the world-wide 
efforts of the Alliance results in distinct bless- 
ing, and theré are always some who express the 
desire either to join as members, or to subscribe 
to the funds of the Alliance. The Council, 
therefore, appeal to the Lord’s people at home 
and abroad to give their aid in securing open- 
ings for meetings, especially drawing-room 
meetings, when details of the work can be 
given—details which it is often not advisable 
to publish through the medium of the press. 
They wish it to be understood that they are 
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prepared to send, on due notice, a deputation, 
clerical or lay, to any part, whether the expenses 


can be guaranteed or not. 


Anaval Conversazione. 
The Annual Conversazione was held in Exeter 


: (Lower) Hall on May 31st, 1905, unusual in- 


terest being manifest. Lord Kinnaird presided, 
the speakers including Rev. Prebendary E. A. 
Stuart, M.A., of St. Matthew's, Bayswater, Dr. 
Harry Guinness, and Baron Nicolai, of Russia. 
A full report of the proceedings appeared in the 
Evangelical Alliance Quarterly for July, 1905. 


Annual Conference. 


The Fifty-ninth Annual Conference was held 
in Newcastle-on-Tyne during the month of 
November. A hearty welcome was extended 
to the Alliance by local Churches and ministers, 
many of the most influential citizens also mani- 
festing their sympathy and practical interest. 
Mention must be made of the remarkable and 
kindly interest displayed by the Press in all its 
proceedings. As a result, daily telegraphic re- 
ports appeared in both the London and pro- 
vincial Press. The following leader from the 
Newcastle Daily Chronicle is of importance, 
and is quoted in full :-— 


“THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 


While we hear much about the need for unity 
between the various churches, the spirit which 
makes cordial co-operation on behalf of aims 
they all have in view is not so pronounced as 
seems desirable. In the Evangelical Alliance, 
which holds its annual conference in Newcastle 
this week, we have, however an example of 
united action which shows how th- leaders and 
adherents of different religious denominations 
can find a ground of agreement on which to base 
co-operative endeavour. The Evangelical Al. 
liance is an organization whose record entitles 
it to respect. The conference, whose urst meeting 
takes to-day in the Connaught Hall, is the 
fifty-ninth annual gathering of its kind. It is to 
be attended by many persons prominent in the 
religious world. Since the Alliance was estab- 
lished there have been many changes. Much 
attention has been given to expedients intended 
to make religious da more effective. 
The general recognition of that need has sug- | 
gested proposals for a closer union between 
religious denomiriations which have much in 
common. We have, for example, heard much 
about Methodist union, but while something has 
been done to effect an amalgamation of the kind 
contemplated, there is little sign of complete 
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union becoming an accomplished fact. It is 
questionable whether such a joining of forces as 
is contemplated under schemes for the union of 
churches would yield results so satisfactory as 
are anticipated in some quarters. No doubt 
separate organization means much overlapping ; 
but, on the other hand, it allows a freedom of 
initiative which is repressed by excessive centrali- 
zation. One of the chief aims of the Evangelical 
Alliance 1s the of the devotional! spirit. 
From the programme of the conference to take 
place in our city this week it is to be gathered 
that the spokesmen of the Alliance attach more 
importance to practical earnestness than to mere 
organization. They have not modified their 
creed for the paltry purpose of bringing it up to 
date. With them religion is not a mere affair of 
fashion that ought to follow the whims of the 
populace. In the practical and serious purposes 
of the Alliance we have, no doubt, an explanation 
of the united endeavour which has been main- 
tamed for nearly sixty years.” 


Alliance Deputation to Copenhagen. 


At the request of the Copenhagen Branch of 
the Alliance, a deputation from the London 
Council visited Copenhagen from October 31st 
to November 7th. The delegates were the 
Rev. F. S. Webster, M.A., Vicar of All Souls, 
Langham Place, W., and Rev. W. Fuller 
Gooch of West Norwood. The following 
account of their visit appeared in EvANGELICAL 
CHRISTENDOM 


“On their arrival at 7 p.m. on the evening of 
November 2nd, Mr. Webster and Mr. Fuller 
Gooch found the church in —. Pastor Mollerup 
ministers crowded by a congregation of upwards 
of 1,000 people, who — eagerly to addresses 
by Mr. Webster on ‘The Sufficiency of the 
Holy Scriptures,’ and by Mr. Fuller Gooch on 
The Unity of the Body of Christ“ On the 
following Friday and Saturday afternoons, Bible 
readings on holiness and spiritual life were 
given, alternately in English and in Danish, by 
interpretation. On Sunday night the Concert- 
palasthall was — by an audience of more 
than 2,000 2 large numbers being unable 
to get in. fonday two Bible readings were 
held in the rooms of the Y.M.C.A., while at five 
o'clock 130 Christian workers were welcomed to 
dinner in the same place to meet the deputation, 
and to discuss plans for the wider promotion of 
united action in the work of Christ. The closing 
meeting on Monday evening was limited to 
Christian workers, when farewell addresses were 

iven by the deputation and by Mr. Walter 
Sloan, of the C. I. M., who happened to be in the 
city, returning from a tour, in the interests of 
the China Inland Mission, throughout Scandi- 
navia. A deep spirit of earnestness pervaded 
the whole series of meetings. The) time has, 
indeed, been one of true Revival. More than 
500 names were enrolled as members. of the 


Evangelical Alliance at the various meetings, 
and plans decided on for further Conventions 
and meetings to be held in the interests of united 
testimony for God and His Word. A subscrip- 
tion list was opened for providing a large — 
capable of seating from 2,000 to 3. 27 — 

to be the property of the Evangelical lliance, 
and to be used for summer — and 
evangelistic services.” 


On the return of the deputation to London 
the following resolution was entered im the 
Council Minute Book, a copy being forwarded 
to Pastor Mollerup, the Honorary Secretary of 
the Copenhagen Branch of the Evangelical 
Alliance 

“The Council of the Evangelical Alliance 

(British Organization) have heard to-day with 

deep gratitude to God of the Divine success and 

blessing which have attended the series of meet- 
ings just held in Copenhagen by the Danish 

Branch. The deputation sent out by the 

Council have returned filled with joy and praise 

at what they have seen and heard with, and 

from, their Danish brethren. The Council bid 

God-speed to the forward movement being 

made m Denmark and earnestly promise co- 

operation in every way possible, and trust to 
hear of continual showers of blessing upon all 
endeavours made to promote the unity of true 


Believers in Copenhagen and other parts of 
Scandinavia.” 


The Blankenburg Conference. 


The General Secretary attended the Blanken- 
burg (Thuringia) Conference in September, 
representing the Council, and conveying to 
some 1,400 Christians, gathered from all parts 
of Europe, the warm and hearty love of British 
Christians. The Conference was a remarkable 
one. 

Mr. Gooch reports as follows :— 


“The presence of Dr. Torrey and Rev. Chas. 
Inwood greatly helped the Conference. Their 
addresses on the spiritual life were searching 
and powerful. Among other speakers were the 
President, Baron von — — General von 
Viebabn, Rev. Samuel Wilkinson (who gave an 
impressive Bible reading on Romans ix. 10, 11, 
and spoke in the interests of God's ancient 

the Jews), and Pastors Modersohn, of 
amburg, and Dolman, of Wandsbek. 

“At each session the Conference Hall was 

' crowded to its utmost capacity, overflow meet- 
ings being held in the grounds or the Town Hall. 

“On the Wednesday evening, always set 
— for Alliance pu I had the privilege 

being called upon to speak first, after the 
Chairman, assuring those nt of prayerful 
interest on the part of Christians in Great 
Britain in all that concerns the work of God in 
Germany. 
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“ Bernstarfl, Presaciemt of the German 
Evangelical Alliance,also spoke, and was followed 
by various delegates, including Baron U vkiill, 
who introd the proposals for the new 
Alliance Bible School, and seyen of the first 
students hailing from various parts of Russia, 
some of whom are Stundists. 
_ “Among lasting impressions carried away 
were : First, the striking exhibition of unity and 
brotherhood in Jesus Christ Behold, how good 
and t a thing it is for brethren to dwell 
teoget in unity ... . for ‘here the Lord com- 
manded the blessing.’ Second, the deeply fel 
need of prayer and humiliation, the attendance at 
the early morning meetings for this purpose 
numbering about a thousand. Third, the search- 
ing and addresses on the Spirit-filled 
life by Rev. Chas. Inwood, Dr. Torrey, and 
General von Viebahn. Fourth, a spontaneous 
work of the Holy Spirit in the salvation of the 
unsaved. At the close of one meeting some 
sixty inquirers were dealt with, and striking 
cases individual conversion were heard of 
through personal dealing. Fifth, the calm and 
holy joy which appeared to take possession of 
one and all during these hours on the mountain 
side with God. Through the day, and even into 
the shades of night, songs of praise filled the air 
as the great congregations broke up and lingered 
in the lovely grounds of the Alliance Houses, or 
wended their way homeward. Sixth, the perfect 
and S arra ts made for the hospi- 
tality which the Blankenburg Alliance provides 
for all who attend the Conference. In a large 
wooden building, open to the air on two sides, 
more than 1,000 guests received two meals 
a day for four days. The arrangements for this 
ision were and one realized that 
ind it all were love and self-sacrificing 
service done as unto the Lord and not as unto 
men.“ 


Deputation to Paris, France. 


At the request of the Paris Branch of the 
Evangelical Alliance, the Rev. J. M. Laycock, 
M.A., a member of the London Council, visited 
Paris in January, and spoke at various meetings 
in connection with the Universal’ Week of 
Prayer. A full account of the meetings held 
by Mr. Laycock has appeared in EVANGELICAL 
CurRistenpom. A subsequent communication 
from Paris characterized the Week of Prayer in 
that city as the best we have ever had.” 


United Christian Conventions. 


Under the auspices of the Alliance, united 
Christian Conventions for prayer, the deepening 
of Spiritual life and the study of God's Word, 
have been held in various centres; the results 
of these gatherings proving that the Lord ever 
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commands His blessing where there is as 


Jested amity and whole-hearted desire to be 


“filled with the knowledge of His will, in all 
wisdom and spiritual understanding.” On each 
occasion local union of Churches has been in 
happy evidence, and the speakers have been 
the means, under (od, of promoting the spirit of 
love and unity among Christians. Opportunity 
has also been afforded of setting forth the 
principles and aims of the Evangelical Alliance. 
The Council hope that openings for such Con- 
ventions may increase in the future, and warmly 
commend this aspect of Alliance work to the 
prayers of all the members. 


International Conference. 


Another year has passed without the possi 
bility of arranging an International Conference, 
although the matter has formed the subject 
of earnest prayer and discussion on several 
occasions. The Council still hope that ere long 
an announcement may be made on the subject. 


The Diamond Jubilee. 


The Council draw attention to the fact that 
during this year the Alliance enters on its 
Diamond Jubilee, being formed as an organiza- 
tion in August, 1846. They feel that some 
expression of gratitude to God on the comple- 
tion of sixty years of fruitful service in the cause 
of Christian love and unity should mark the 
event, and this subject will occupy their prayer- 
ful attention. 


United Testimony to the Integrity of 
God's Word. 

An important feature of the work of the year 
has been the large and influential meetings held 
in October last in the King's Hall, Holborn, 
and Christ Church Hall, Brixton, for testimony 
to the integrity of God's Word, and the cardinal 
doctrines of the Reformation. 

It has ever been the desire and practice of 
the Evangelical Alliance to refrain from undue 
controversy, and on all occasions to “ speak the 
truth in love,” exhibiting on its banner the 
motto, In essentials, unity; in non-essentials, 
liberty ; in all things, charity.” Concerted action 
has, however, been taken on several occasions 


im the re-affirmation of essential doctrines of the 


Gospel. 
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Long and prayerful consideration wast given 
to the preparations for the proposed “ United 
Testimony,” a preliminary circular letter being 
sent to all evangelical clergy and ministers in 
England, and to many resident abroad.

Evangelical Christendom.

For the realization of religious liberty in 
Russia the Evangelical Alliance has laboured 
strenuously. Through its home and foreign 
Branches repeated efforts have been made to 
secure liberty of conscience to the Stundists, 
who are law-abiding and simple Christians, 
whose one desire has been, and is, to live 
according to the principles of God's Word, 
which has found entrance into their hearts. 

Again and again deputations from the Alliance 
have visited Russia, carrying tokens of Christian 
sympathy, and seeking, at great risk, to alleviate 
the sufferings of those imprisoned for Christ’s 
sake. The old order has changed, it is believed, 
for good Freed from the bondage of perse- 
cution and oppression at the hands of those 
who counted it service to God to stamp out

interest in the work of the Alliance and the 
need of more frequent communication with the 
members has rendered this step imperative ;

means, so as to justify a monthly issue. At 
present it is issued bi-monthly, and is circulated 
to all members of the Alliance, reaching, 
also, a large and influential circle of readers 
beyond. 
Religious Liberty. 

The attention of the Council has been oc- 
cupied during the year with several cases of 
religious persecution which have been brought 
to their notice. Important steps have been 
taken also in the spiritual interests of the 
Stundists in Russia, who are now freed from 
their terrible persecution of the past through the 
granting of religious liberty confirmed by the . 


all that savoured of dissent from the Greek 
Orthodox Church, the Evangelical Church in 
Russia is now raising the cry, “Come over and 
help us.” 

In an address given by Baron Nicolai at the 
May Conversazione of the Alliance, special 
reference was made to the condition of the 
Stundists under the granting of religious liberty, 
and it is along the line of Baron Nicolai’s 
suggestions that the prayerful energy of 
Council has been directed. | 

The Council are glad to report that; acting 
in concert with the Blankenburg Branch of 
the Evangelical Alliance and friends in Russia, 
an 


Alliance Bible School 

was formed last autumn, with head-quarters 
in Berlin. This new dévelopment in the work 
of the Alliance gives promise of great useful- 
ness to the cause of the Gospel on the Conti- 
nent of Europe, especially in Russia. Seven 
Kussian students (three of whom are Stundists) 
are already in training for evangelistic work, 
some of whom will be returning to Russia for 
this purpose during the present year. Other 
students are applying, and to meet the needs 
of its growing work the school has been trans- 
ferred to the well-known Mission premises of 
Fraulein von Bliicher’s work in Berlin. 

The Alliance Bible School is under the 
personal direction of Pastor Kobler and Herr 
Warns, two sterling men of God eminently 
fitted for the responsible post. The sole pur- 
pose of the tuition and training will be to 
place before the students the history and 
doctrine of the Bible in accordance with its 
own teachings. The aim is to produce evan- 
gelists who shall carry out the teaching of the 
Scriptures in their daily lives, not merely as 
professors, but such as love the Lord and hold 
alone to His infallible Word. 

Through the liberality of members and friends 
of the Alliance at home and abroad the Council 
have been enabled to transmit a sum of # 200 
during the year for the support and training of 
the Russian students in the Bible School. 


They commend its work and those who guide 


it, and the students in training, to the prayerful 
and practical sympathy of the members of all 
Branches of the Alliance. 7 
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Religiows Persecution. 


In October and November, 1905, news 
reached England of the terrible massacres of 
Jews in Russia, thrilling British Christians, and 
the public generally, with horror and indigna- 
tion. Expression was given to these feelings by 
the arrangement of various public meetings in 
London and the provinces for protest. Relief 
funds were opened to which generous gifts 
flowed from all sections of the community. 

The late Prime Minister, the Rt. Hon. A. J. 
Balfour, informed the Lord Mayor of London 
that “the Government has heard with pity and 
horror of the massacres, and they have already 
taken every step which seems possible to 
mitigate the calamity.” 

At the Memorial Hall in Farringdon Street, 
on November 12th, a meeting of English Jews 
was held under the auspices of the English 
Zionist Federation. Other meetings of a 
similar nature took place in the metropolis, and 
in all gifts towards the relief of the sufferers 
from Jews and the philanthropic public 
amounted to about £ 500,000. 

But so far no expression of feeling had taken 
place in token of Christian sympathy, and the 
Council felt it incumbent on them to respond 
to a call to convene a special meeting for the 
purpose. This meeting was held in the Lower 
Exeter Hall on Saturday afternoon, November 
18th, being presided over by Lord Kinnaird, 
and addressed by Sir Andrew Wingate, K. C. I E.. 
Prebendary H. W. Webb-Peploe, the Rev. F. 
B. Meyer, and Mr. Samuel Wilkinson, of the 
Mildmay Mission to the Jews. Representatives 
of the Jewish Missionary Societies were present 
on the platform, and reports of the proceedings 
appeared in the columns of the Zimes and 
other newspapers. 

The following resolutions were passed unani- 
mously :-— 

First RESOLUTION— 
“ That this meeting of the Evangelical Alliance, 

a Society composed of Christians of all Churches, 

whose object is to manifest the unity of the 

Church of Christ, protests with horror against 

the massacres and spoliation of Jews in many 

towns of Russia by men and women bearing 
the Christian name. The British Evangelical 

Alliance bas protested on Several previous 


occasions against the cruelties which are prac- 
tised upon Jews in Russia, and in other countries, 
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and once again expresses Cordial sympathy with 
them in their sufferings at this time, and assures 
behalf 

“ That the General Secretary be requested to 
send a copy of this Resolution to the Chief 
. Rabbi, the Rev. Dr. Adler.“ 


SECOND RESOLUTION — 


“That the Evangelical Alliance expresses its 
readiness and willingness to receive and forward 
any sums of money that the Christian public 
may wish to contribute for the relief of 
through the anti-Jewish outbreak in Russia, such 
sums to be forwarded at the discretion of the 
Council as a testimony of Christian love and 


sympathy.” 

An interesting feature was the presence on 
the platform of the Rev. G. H. Friedlander, 
Rabbi of the Haymarket Synagogue, who 
heartily thanked the meeting in the name of 
the Jews for the sympathy expressed. 

The following letter was received by the 
Council from the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler 


“ Office of the Chief Rabbi, 
“22, Finsbury Square, London, 
“ November 2151, 1905. 
“My DEAR SIR, 


“I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 
favour of yesterday's date, in which you are good 
enough to communicate to me the resolution 
passed unanimously at a meeting of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance on Saturday last. 

“I, in common with the members of my 


community, greatly appreciate these expressions 
of “sympathy with my co-religionists. They 


afford us some solace in this season of sorrow 
and stress. 

“It is earnestly to be hoped that the united 
protests of the Christian Churches may have the 
efiect of staying the uohappy outrages, and of 
hastening the time when the germ of 
racial antipathy and religious hatred may be 
destroyed. 

“With heartfelt prayer to this end, and every 


good wish, 
“I remain, 
“ Yours very faithfully, 
HH. ADLER.” 

Thus it has been the joy and privilege of the 
various Branches of the Evangelical Alliance to 
manifest their sympathy with those suffering 
religious petoecution, whether Jews or Gentiles. 
Such action has on this, as on previous 
occasions, elicited many expressions of gratitude 
from the Jewish community and the Jewish 
Press, and has no doubt done much to set the 
Christian religion in a favourable light before 
the Jewish mind. | 
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For a full report of the massacres and the 
relief distributed the Council commend to the 
members a volume by Mr. Samuel Wilkinson, 
recently published, and entitled “Ruin and 
Relief (16, from the Book Store, Central Hall. 
Philpot Street, Commercial Road, London, E.) 
But while this book deals mainly with relief as 
effected through the Mildmay Mission to the 
Jews, other Societies, notably the London 
Jews and the British Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Gospel amongst the Jews, were also 
engaged in the same holy service, and to these 
three Societies the relief funds entrusted to the 
Council from various sources were distributed. 

The Council have also considered during the 
year other cases of persecution for righteousness’ 
sake, brought to their notice, notably in Spain, 
Madeira, and Constantinople. From a fund 
which is kept open for the receipt of special 
contributions for the relief of persecuted 
Christians, various sums have been granted and 
forwarded through foreign Branches of the 
Alliance in token of Christian sympathy. 


The Universal Week of Prayer. 

For fifty-nine years in succession it has been 
the privilege of the Evangelical Alliance to call 
together Christians of all Churches, and in all 
lands, for concerted prayer at the opening of 
each New Year. The programme for the Week 
has been adopted universally, and the observance 
has been extended throughout the world, until it 
is now difficult to name a country where the 
Universal Week of Prayer in the early days of 
January has not been introduced. Reports 
received from distant lands and from home 
centres show. that the united prayer meetings in 
the early days of the year are frequ.’~*ly followed 
by spiritual awakening and revival, as also by 
the salvation of souls. This is specially notice- 
able on the foreign mission field. Each year 
the representatives of the foreign missionary 
societies circulate the programme to their 
missionaries, and thus the influence of the 
Week of Prayer widens annually, «| 

The programme for 1906 was issued in larger 
quantities than on any previous occasion, no 
less than 150,000 copies being called for in 
English alone. In addition to this, the pro- 
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gramme is printed in many foreign languages. 
Illustrations of sections of the programme in 
Chinese, Spanish, Icelandic, German, Karen, 
Greek, and Armeno-Turkish have appeared in 
EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM ; these are but a 
few of the languages into which translations are 
made. By special request the Council are 
making arrangements for the issue of the pro- 
gramme for 1907 in Welsh, Lettish, and Russian. 
Steps are being taken to still further widen 
interest in this annual observance, and every 
influence which the members and friends of the 
Alliance can employ in this direction will be 
warmly appreciated. There are still foreign 
parts where at present the programme is 
not circulated. Even at home, despite the 
strenuous efforts taken to further interest, there 
are still many Churches and thousands of 
Christians who do not manifest any interest in 
the Week of Prayer. 

Extended reports of the observance in 
January last appeared in the March issue 
of EvanGetica, Curistenpom. If space 
permitted, many letters of testimony could be 
printed testifying to the value and importance 
of this branch of our work. The following 
are samples 

Speaking of the Central London meetings held 
in Exeter Hall and Aldersgate Street Y.M.C.A., 
the Christian commented as follows 


“Time after time it was evident that had the 


hour of closing not been previously fixed the 
people would gladly have prolonged the season 
of waiting upon God. During the time devoted 
to praise it was clear that since last year the 
hearts of God's people had been cheered by the 
gracious working of the Holy Spirit in our own 
country, and by tidings from other lands, of 
ingathering on a greater scale than had been 
seen for a long period. As the outcome of this, 
intercession seemed to become even more 
definite than before, and in the very asking 
there was a note of confidence which told of 
the faith that is able to receive—believing that 
they had the things that they asked (Mark xi. 24). 

“The observations in the Metropolis seem to 
have been repeated in suburban and provincial 
centres. There was a right joyous coming to- 
gether in many places, with a settled determina- 
tion on the part of earnest Christian people that 
denominational differences should not stand in 
the way of timely confession and fervent prayer.”

Finance and Conclusion. 


The statement of the financial receipts to the 
General Fund during the year is a cause for 
thankfulness. 

Special contributions were generous!» given 
in October last in response to an appeal signed 
by Lord Polwarth, the President of the Alliance, 
and with other subscriptions and donations the 
amount credited to the General Fund is con- 
siderably in excess of the previous year. But 
the income of the Alliance is not such as to 
relieve the Council of anxiety, or to allow of 
possible extensions in many directions.

(Britis6 Organization.) 


Rules. 


Membership. 

1.—Members of the British Organization 
shall be those persons who have been hereto- 
fore elected as members and were members on 
the 31st of March, 1904, or shall thereafter be 
elected by the Council. No person shall be a 
member without election, and no person shall 
hereafter be elected a member without his or 
her first signifying in writing adhesion to the 
Basis and Objects of the Alliance. 

As from the 31st of March, 1904, members 
shall be divided into : 

(a) Lire Memeers, who shall be those who 
bave_heretofore subscribed or shall hereafter 
subscribe not less than / 20 in one sum to the 
funds of the Britis Organization. 

(4) Honorary Mempers who shall be those 
who shall be elected by the Council to that 
dignity in recognition of special services 
rendered to the Alliance, or to the British 
Organization, er to the cause of g 
truth. Honorary members not be ex- 


pected to subscribe to funds of the 
Organization. 


(c OrpinaRY Members, who shall be those 
subscribing not less than 2s. 6d. annually to the 
funds of the Organization. Though this is the 
minimum subscription for ordinary members, it 


is hoped that ordinary members will consider it 


a privilege to contribute according to their 
ability. 

(4) Associate Mempers who shall be those 
who do not pay any subscription or the ordinary 
member’s subscription of 2s. 6d. Associate 
members shall- not have the right to attend 
Business Meetings of members. 

A Register of the names and addresses of all 
life members, honorary members, and ordinary 
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members, and a separate Register of the names 
of all Associate members who shall be elected, 
shall be kept at the office of the Organization. 


2.—The General Council shall have power by 
Special Resolution to terminate the connection 


with the Organization of any member. 

3.—All Annual Subscriptions shall become 
due on the first day of the month in which the 
member was elected. 


Meetings of Members of the 
Organization. 

4.—There shall be an Annual General Meet- 
ing of members which shall be held in London 
not later than in the month of June. 


5.—The accounts for the year ending on the 
31st of March duly audited by chartered 
accountants with the Report of the Executive 
Council shall be submitted at the Annual 
General Meeting. All business transacted at 
the Anriual General Meeting of members shall 
be considered “Special” except the considera- 
tion of the Annual Report and accounts of the 
Executive Council, and the election of the 
General and Executive Councils and officers as 
provided by Rule 6. 


6.—The members (other than Associate 
members) at each Annual General Meeting 
shall elect a General Council consisting of 
President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Honorary 
Secretaries, and not less than fifty members, of 
whom not less than twenty-five shall be elected 
at the meeting to serve as an Executive Council, 
their names being distinguished in the printed 
lists of the Council by an asterisk or otherwise. 

7.—If any member proposes to nominate 
any person for election on the Council (General 
or Executive), he shall give a month’s previous 


* 
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9.—The President shall be entitled to take 
the chair at the meetings of members, or failing 
him, then someone appointed by the Executive 
Council, or failing him, someone appointed by 
the meeting. 

10.—Not less than fourteen days notice of 
the time and place of the Annual General 
Meeting of members, or of the Special Meet- 
ing of members, and in case any special 
business has to be transact: J, the general nature 
of such business shall be given, either by notice 
in EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM, or by notice 
sent by post to the members (other than 
associate members), or by advertisement in at 
least two London daily papers. Any accidental 
omission to give notice to any member or 
members shall not invalidate the proceedings. 


The Executive Council. 

1t.—The President, Vice-Presidents, Hono- 
rary Secretaries, and Treasurer shall be mem- 
bers ex officio of the Executive Council. The 
affairs of the Organization shall be under the 
direction of the Executive Council until the 
conclusion of the next Annual Meeting, and 
such Executive Council shall have all the 
powers of the General Council except when 
otherwise provided by these rules. Five mem- 
bers shall form a quorum for meetings of the 
Executive Council. The Executive Council 
may elect new members to fill vacancies on the 
Councils and otherwise. 


12.—The Executive Council shall meet at 


least once in every month, except in the month 
of August, and at such other times as they think 
fit. Five members shall form a quorum. 


13.—The meetings of the Executive Council 
shall be presided over by a Chairman, to be 


chosen by themselyes, either for a particular 
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meeting or for a period, as they may from time 
to time decide. The Executive Council may 
convene such conversaziones or meetings in 
furtherance of the Objects of the Alliance as 
they may think fit. 


General Council. 

14.—A meeting of the General Council shal} 
be called at any time at the request of the 
President or of ten members of the General 
Council. Not less than fourteen days’ notice 
of such meeting, stating the purport of the 
business to be transacted thereat, shall be given 
or sent by post to each member of the General 
Council. The Executive Council shall give 
effect to the Resolutions of the meetings of 
the General Council, which Resolutions shall 
not be varied or abrogated except by another 
meeting of the General Council, or by the 
members, at a meeting of the members of the 
Organization. The quorum for a meeting of 
the General Council shall be ten. 

15.—Subject to ratification by the members 
of the Organization at their Annual Meeting, 
or at a Special Meeting, the General Council 
shall have the power to affiliate any organiza- 
tion or organizations whose principles are con- 
sonant with the Basis and work of the Alliance. 

16.—A Special Resolution of the Council in 
these Rules shall mean a Resolution passed at 
a meeting of the General Council. 


Finance Committee. 

17.—The Executive Council shall choose not 
less than four of their number, of whom the 
Treasurer shall be one, to act as Finance Com- 
mittee, by whom the accounts shall be audited 
month by month. 

18.—No cheque shall be drawn on the 
Banking Account of the Council unless it be 
signed by at least two members of the Finance 
Committee and be countersigned by the Secre 
tary or an Honorary Secretary or Treasurer. 


Appointment of Officers. 
19.—The Secretary and all other salaried 


officers shall be appointed by the Executive 
Council. No salaried officer shall be a member 


of the General or Executive Council.

THE parties composing the Alliance are to 
be such only as hold and maintain what are 
usually understood to be evangelical views in 
regard to the matters of doctrine understated, 
via.

22.— The Practical Resolutions agreed upon 
by the London Conference, 1846, and adopted 
by the British Organization at the Manchester 
Conference, 1846, shall be read at every, Annual 
Meeting and Conference or Conversazione. 


Alteration of Rules. 

23.—The Rules may be altered or abrogated 
and new rules made at a Special Meeting of the 
Members of the Organization. 


It being, however, distinctly declared that 
this brief summary is not to be regarded, in any 
formal or ecclesiastical sense, as a creed or 
confession, nor the adoption of it as involving 
an assumption of the right authoritatively to 
define the limits of Christian brotherhood, but 
simply as an indication of the class of persons 
whom it is desirable to embrace within the 
Alliance. 

In this Alliance, it is also distinctly stated 
that no compromise of the views of any member, 
or sanction of those of others on the points 
wherein they differ, is either required or 
expected; but that all are held free as before 
to maintain and advocate their religious convic- 


tions, with due forbearance and brotherly love. 


It is not contemplated that this Alliance 
should assume or aim at the character of a new 
ecclesiastical organization, claiming and exer- 
cising the functions of a Christian Church. Its 
simple and comprehensive object, it is strongly 
felt, may be successfully promoted without 
interfering with, or disturbing the order of, any 
branch of the Christian Church to which its 
members may respectively belong.

Basis. 
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“Practical Resolutions.” 


Noreed upon by the Ioondon @onferenee (1846), and adopted by the British 
Organization at the Manchester Conference (1846). 


The following RESOLUTIONS are read, and commended to the practical attention 
of the members, at cach Annual Meeting or Conference of the British Organization 


of the EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 


1. That the members of this Alliance earnestly 
and affectionately recommend to each other in 
their own conduct, and particularly in their own 
use of the press, carefully to abstain from and put 
away all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and 
clamour, and evil-speaking, with all malice ; and in 
all things in which they may yet differ from each 
other, to be kind, tender-hearted, forbearing one 
another in love, forgiving one another, even as 
God, for Christ's sake, hath forgiven’ them; in 
oases seeking to be followers of God, as dear 
children, and to walk in love, as Christ also hath 
loved them. 


2. That as the Christian union which this Alliance 
desires to promote can only be obtained through 
the blessed energy of the Holy Spirit, it be recom. 
mended to the members present, and absent 
brethren, to make this matter the subject of simal- 
taneous weekly petition at the throne of grace, in 
their closets and families; and the forenoon of 
Monday js suggested as the time for that purpose. 
And that it be further recommended that the week 
beginning with the first Lord's Day of January, in 
each year, be observed by the members and fnends 
of the Alliance throughout the world, as a season 
for concert in prayer on behalf of the grand objects 
contemplated by the Alliance. 


J That in seeking the correction of what the 
members of the Alliance believe to be wrong in 
others, they desire, in humble dependence on the 
grace of God, themselves to obey, and by their 
practice and influence to impress upon others, the 
command of Christ, to consider first the beam that 
is in their own eye: that they will. therefore, strive 
to promote, each in his own communion, a spirit of 
repentance and humiliation for its uliar sins ; 
and to exercise a double measure of forbearance in 
reproving, where reproof is needful, the faults of 
those Christian brethren who belong to other 
bodies than their own. 


4. That when required by conscience to assert or 
defend any views or principles wherein they differ 
from Christian brethren. who agree with them in 
vital truths, the members of this Alliance will aim 
earnestly, by the help of the Holy Spirit, to avoid 
all rash and groundless insinuations, personal im- 
putations, or irritating allusions, and to maintain 
the meekness and gentleness of Christ, by speak- 
ing the truth only in love. 

5. That, while they believe it highly desirable 
that Christians of different bodies, holding the 
Head, should own each other as brethren by some 
such means as the Evangelical Alliance aſſordls, the 


members of the Alliance disclaim the thought that 
those only who openly join the society are sincere 
friends. to the cause of Christian union that, on 
the contrary, they regard all those as its true 
friends who solemnly purpose in their hearts, and 
fulfil that purpose im their practice, to be more 
watchful in future against occasions of strife, more 
tender and charitable towards Christians from 
whom they differ, and more constant in prayer for 
the union of all the true disciples of Christ. 


6. That the members of this Alliance would 
therefore invite, humbly and earnestly, al! ministers 
of the Gospel, all conductors of religious publica- 
tions, and others who have influence in various 
bodies of Christians, to watch more than ever 
against the sins of the heart, or the tongue, or the 
pen, towards Christians of other denominations ; 
and to promote more zealously than hitherto a 
spirit of peace, unity and godly love among all 
true believers in the Lord Jesus Christ. 


7. That, since all the disciples of Christ are com- 
manded by the Holy Spirit to add to 
kindness love, and are bound to pray that all who 
and call themselves Christians should be 
ed into the way of truth, it is earnestly recom- 
mended to the members of the Evangelical Alliance 
to offer special prayer for all merely nominal 
Christians, as well as for jews and Gentiles 
throughout the world. 1 


8. That the members of this Alliance, earnestly 
longing for the universal spread of Christ's King- 
dom, devoutly praise God for the grace whereby, 
in late years, Evangelical Christians have been 
moved to manifold efforts to make the Saviour 
known to both Jew and Gentile, and faithful men 
have been raised up to undertake the foil. 
would offer to all Evangelical missionaries their 
most fraternal congratulations and sympathy ; 
would hail the flocks they have been honoured to 

ather as welcome and beloved members of the 

ousehold of God ; and, above all, would implore 
the Head of the Church to shield His se: vants, to 
edify His a Churches, and, by the outpouring 
of His Holy Spirit, to enlighten Israel with the 
knowledge of the true Messiah. and to bring the 
heathen out of darkness into light. They would 
also record their confident hope that their beloved 
missionary brethren will strive more and more to 
manifest before the Israelite and other classes who | 
know not the Redeemer, that union in their blessed 
Lord, the spirit of which the members of this 
Alliance would gratefully acknowledge they have 
generally cherished.

WRITING on the 20th January, Countess Moltke 
sends the following deeply interesting account of 
Alliance doings in Copenhagen and Denmark, 
calling for praise on the part of all. We are glad 
to announce that Pastor Mollerup, of the Lutheran 
Church in Copenhagen— whose evangelistic labours 
in the great Concert Palast-hall and other parts of 
Copenhagen have been so abundantly owned of 
(,od—is appointed to attend the International 
Conference as representing the Danish Branch. 
Pastor Mollerup is co-Secretary with Countess 
Moltke of the Branch in Denmark. 


“ Copenhagen, 20th Fanuary, 1907. 

“Dear Mr. Gooch,—We had a very blessed 
Week of Prayer, and twenty-seven different con- 
gregations all around took part. We are gaining 
giound, you see ! 

“The three first days in the week the different 
denominations had prayers in their ews churches 
or halls at 8 o'clock in the evening, but at 12 
o'clock the same day the leaders and some few 
others came together for prayer. The three next 
days we % came together in the large hall of the 
Y.M.C.A., and the hall was crowded. Sunday 
evening we had taken the largest hall we could 
have, ‘ The Concert Palast,’ and half an hour before 
the fixed time every seat was taken, and many had 
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to come again, finding no room. It was the most 
blessed meeting the Alliance has ever had. Nearly 
all the different leaders spoke—Pastor Mollerup 
spoke with very great power on the A.B.C. of the 
Evangelical Alliance ; but it cannot be repeated in 
English, because it is only in Danish that we have 
the expressions that refer or correspond with 
these three letters. When he had spoken, one of 
our cleverest and most esteemed Lutheran Pastors, 
to our great joy and astonishment, had been so 
warmed that he lifted up his voice, and, so to say, 
put a crown on Pastor Mollerup’s speech. It was 
splendid! When we had finished, the Methodist 
Pastor engaged those to stay who longed for a 
talk with Christian brethren, or had no peace in 
their hearts. When | turned round to look, | 
saw many on their knees, and we went to speak 
tothem. I know of two conversions that evening, 
and there must have been many of which we know 
not. 

“There were many warm hand-shakes that 
evening. 

“ Now, it is our intention to publish a little 
paper, to be called ‘Evangelisk Allianz, as we 
want to communicate with the members of the 
Alliance, and guide them.

Formation of a Russian Evangelical Alliance. 


WE rejoice in tidings received from St. Petersburg 
telling of the formation of the Russian Evangelical 
Alliance (or Union). 

This new movement has been launched in 
humble dependence on God—as was the parent 
Alliance in 1846—and calls for our special sym- 
pathy and prayer. We delight in giving the 
following translation of a letter hereon received 
from Mr. I. S. Prokhanoff, the General Secretary 
of the Russian Evangelical Alliance, himself a 
Russian Stundist, now editor of the Russian 
Christian, the first religious newspaper printed and 
circulated in Russia following the Czar’s Easter 
Message of 1904, granting religious liberty. 

At our Jubilee Conference in 1896 Mr. Prok- 
hanoff, one of the delegates from Russia, said 1 


come to England to see what has been done for 
Christ in the civilized world, and to encourage my 
suffering native brethren by telling them of the 
glorious fruits which you obtained from a long holy 
war. I come to invite all West European brethren 
to closer contact with Russian Christians. I come 
here with the hearty greetings and salutations to 
you of your Russian brethren from their prisons 
and places of exile. I come to ask vou, my 
Christian friends, not to forget your suffering 
brethren in your private communion with God. 
Christians, pray for Russia! Pray for those who 
are persecuted. Pray for the children of God, and 


-especially for Mr. Pobiedonostzeff, who is inspiring 


all the persecutions in Russia. Pray for the per- 
secuted.

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Fervent prayer followed this appeal from the 
land of the North, then groaning under the burden 
of religious oppression and persecution. The 
Alliance in Great Britain, and through its Foreign 
ISranches, has realously sought to fulfil the mission 
thus committed to its charge. Slowly, and not 
without pain, the chains and shackles have fallen off 
the prisoner, and the Russian Evangelical Church, in 
its various sections, is emerging from bondage, 
to enjoy after the dawn of religious liberty the full 
blessings of the Gospel of Christ. 

We dnticipate the presence of several Russian 
delegates at our International Conference next 
July. How different then will be the message from 
that of 1896! Then, pain, persecution, prayer 
now, liberty, love, light, but still prayer. May the 
Spirit be outpoured on Russia ! 


Fier TRANSLATION OF LeTTeR re Russian 
Fvancriicat ALtiance (on Union), 


That they all may be one : as Thou, Father. art in 
Me, and I in Thee, that they also may be one in Us: 
that the world may believe that Thou hast sent Me 
, (St. John xvii. 21). 

This prayer was always dear to the devoted servants 
of Ged. Many of them were sad, seeing how true 
(hristians loving the same Lord were strangers to cach 
other, owing to differences of views on certain religious 
questions. They were divided by narrow views from 
each other. Thus the work of God suffered on earth and 
the Holy Spirit was grieved. But bow can this unity for 
which our Lord prayed be realized? It is evident that 
it is no good to have the idea of any outward union of 
believers within the limits of a new Church; to realize 
this unity it must be an internal, spiritual one, for which 
the Lord prayed. So long as Christians will be different 
in their minds and in their tastes, surely there will always 
be a difference in the Churches and in their Church views ; 
but this difference, this freedom of each one to act in 
accordance to the requirements of his conscience, need 
not prevent believers acknowledging that they form ‘ one 
body in Christ,’ and to all meet together, with others, in 
opportunity for common prayer and common work. 

Me recollect chapter iv. of Nehemiah, where differ- 
ent people of different ages and different positions worked 
in agreement together over the common work of raising 
the walls of the Temple of the Lord. This is also 
possible im our time, as has been, already arrived at in 
many places abroad. In England there are arranged 
every summer most blessed conferences, which are visited 
by thousands of believers without regard to differences of 
conviction ; all praying together and passing sometimes a 
whole week in blessed communion round the throne of 
God. 

In Finland, during last winter, the believers of 
different Churches collected together, a witness for 
common prayer, and the result was a Russian revival.

WE learn from the A/ianzblat? that the Alliance 
Bible School in Berlin entered upon its second 
year on September 26th last. Twenty-six brethren 
were there in training, representing various nation- 
alities, but all united in the bonds of brotherly love, 
and filled with the earnest desire to be prepared by 
God for such service as He may call to. . 

The students at an early stage of training gain 
opportunity for joming in aggressive Christian 
work, including evangelistic work in the tent of the 
German Tent Mission. 

The School has been privileged to receive lately 
several visits from friends representing various 
countries, all able to contribute to the general 
progress of instruction by lectures or addresses on 
Biblical subjects and the work of Foreign Missions. 

One of the former students, now working under 
great difficulties in Roumania, writes All these 
difficulties exist in order that we may be ti ained 
and conformed to the image of God. Gold must 
first be heated in the furnace until all the dross is 
destroyed, and none but the pure gold remaineth. 
Much dross within us has as yet to be burned up.” 

Another student has devoted himself to the 
Cameroons Mission, having just arrived in the 
district where he will labour.

A Cry from Roumania. 


A CORRESPONDENT sends us a letter from which 
we quote the following :— 

“I would most earnestly bring the question of the 
state of this country before you. Roumania has 
some 6,000,000 inhabitants, among whom there 
is no evangelistic work going on, save among 
the foreigners, and one one-man effort on the 
part of the Brethren. The only other attempt 
to reach them is that of the Sabbatarianists, who 
are working hard, and, strange to say, gaining 
ground. The Roman Church has a huge propa- 
ganda, and is sweeping many into its net. The 
Bible Society and our colporteurs do what we can 
to distribute the Scriptures, but the living voice is 
needed, the foolishness of preaching. The Rou- 
manian Orthodox Church is dead in ignorance and 
superstition. Sermons are practically unknown, 
and the great majority of the priests themselves 
set the worst of examples. Unbelief and im- 


military service. He will have to serve for a term 
of three years. 

Two others are finding wide scope for evangel- 
istic labours, one in Odessa and the other in 
Bolivia. They report with much joy that the Lord 
blesses their work, though the difficulties are great 
owing to prevailing spiritual ignorance, and the 
bad example of those who profess and call them- 
selves Christians. One writes: “The unhappy) 
and iamentable dissensions which exist amongst 
the Christians are the chief hindrances to the 
members growing into the likeness of their Lord 
and Master. There are many among them who 
are devout, but are little instructed in the Word of 
God. What Russia needs is the power and influ- 
ence of the Holy Spirit.“ Speaking to the present 
students in the Bible School, the same writer says 
“Study will never make you preachers of the 
Gospel, unless at the same time you allow your- 
selves to be cleansed and sanctified day by day? 
Doors are wide open in Russia, and the fields are 
white unto harvest, but the labourers are few.” 

At the present moment a missionary (a Persian) 
from Russian Turkestan is visiting the Bible 
School. He is secking for workers among the 
Tartars (Mohammedans). It is hoped that some 
of the students in training may next year go to 
Turkestan. 


morality are gaining hand over hand, especially in 
the towns and cities. There is a terrible need of 
the Gospel here. I had a visit some months back 
from a priest of the Church, who came in his own 
name and that of another, both parish priests of 
one of the larger towns here. They are utterly 
dissatisfied with their Church, and longing for a 
Reformation and ready to join any movement.

THERE is reason to believe that the Sixtieth 
observance of the Universal Week of Prayer has 
proved one of the most useful and fruitful yet 


experienced. 
How the Movement is Growing — 


It ig too early in the year to give in the present 
issue of EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM reports 
from foreign centres; these will appear, I. . in 
the March-April issue ; but the following reports 
from home centres show how this prayer move 
ment is growing in interest, so that in the Diamond 
Jubilee year of its existence it can be truly said of 
the Evangelical Alliance that it has “girdled the 
world with prayer.” 

While we rejoice in one hundred countries par 
ticipating in the Universal Week of Prayer, there 
are still regions beyond to which the work of the 
Evangelical Alliance has not yet penetrated. 

In these directions our labours will be directed, 
and we are confident of wider extension yet before 
the movement. 


Influence of the Week of Prayer on 
other Movements — 


An important result arising from the Week of 
Prayer is the influence it has had in creating like 
movements of local character in connection with 
various Christian organizations. In our December 
issue we referred to the various “weeks of 
prayer for specific countries observed by the 
readers of the Life ‘of Faith. The National 
Y.M.C.A. observes a week of prayer each year 
on behalf of its world-wide work amongst young 
men, and we now hear that the London City 
Mission also has its annual Week of Prayer ob- 
served by the officials and workers in the Mission. 

Thus one of the main objects of the Alliance is 
being blessedly fulfilled, and Christian agencies 
and workers are being influenced in the direction 
of the greatest need of the present day—MORF 
PRAYER. 


‘Its Influence on Unity— 


It will be récognized how valuable is the influence

After 
referring to causes for thanksgiving for Foreign 
Missions,” the speaker said: They lived in days when 
the Bible, the inspired Word of God, was constantly 
and fiercely attacked, and the blessing which they heard 
was attending work in the mission field was a wonder{u! 
evidence of the inspiration of the Scriptures, because the 
weapon in the missionary’s hands was the inspired Book 
which had been given by God Himself. Another cause 
for thanksgiving was that the news of blessing they 
received from the mission field was the best evidence 
that the Lord Jesus Christ was to-day not dead but alive. 
If they thought of the proclamation of the Gospel, of 
medical missions, and of all the agencies in existence in 
the mission field they had browght before them the 
evidence which should be of great help to them that 
Jesus Christ was moving among men to-day, just as He 
did hundreds of years ago. The signs of blessing to be 
seen in the foreign mission field were also an evidence 
to them that God had made of one blood all the nations 
of the earth. The Gospel of Jesus Christ met the needs 
of all men, whether they were black or white, and 
whether they lived in India, in China, or in the islands 
of the sea. The Canon went on to point out that they 
met that afternoon not only for thanksgiving, bat for 
prayer. Missions were bound up with prayer. In 
praying for the heathen and Mohammedan world they 
must base their prayers upon the promises of God ; their 
prayers must not be mere vague sentiments. Then their 
prayers must be intelligent and definite. It would be 
well if they took some particular part of the mission field 
or some particular missionary and offered up special 
intercessions for that particular work or worker. Lastly, 
not only must their prayers be based upon the promises 
of God, not only must they be intelligent and definite, 
but they must be accompanied by personal effort, other- 
wise they would be of little avail. 


Friday, January IIth. 


At the morning meeting Mr. E. T. M. DaXNES 
(Chairman of the Children’s Special Service Mission 
presided. Prebendary Wenun-Per.oe, speaking on the 
subject for the day, Families and the Young,” gave 
a vivid picture of family life as lived in the fear and 
admonition of the Lord.

Body which Christ shall present to His Father.

Dr. Campbell Morgan 
“Christ and the Bible.” 


THE interior of Westminster Chapel, which pro- 
vides seating accommodation for 3,000 people, was 
much too small to hold all who attended to hear 
Dr. Campbell Morgan lecture on Tuesday evening, 
January 29th, on “Christ and the Bible.” Long 
before the time appointed for the lecture to begin 
every available inch of even standing room had 
been taken. 

From a report in the lestminster Gasette we 
take the following extracts 

“Dr. Morgan explained at the outset that his 
utterances were not intended as an attack, nor as 
a defence against attack. His lecture was rather 
a statement of conviction, and the declaration of 
the position which they occupied in their work. 
There were many voices speaking at the present 
moment, and he had no reason whatever to ques- 
tion the sincerity of any of them. But the many 
voices might be divided into two camps—those 
who believed the Bible to be the Infallible Word 
of God and those who did not. ‘My own ministry,’ 
he exclaimed, is based upon the position that the 
Bible is the Infallible Word of God ; and I desire 
to state, with all courtesy to those who differ, my 
reasons for that view.’ 

He continued: 

“*If you deny the accuracy of Bible history you 
have no history of Jesus Christ. If you deny the 
possibility of the miracles upon the hypothesis 
‘that miracles are impossible, then evidently you 


must deny the story of His virgin birth and the 
story of His resurrection from the dead. If we 


deny His final and absolute infallible authority, the 
Scriptures become merely records of investigation, 
and are not to be depended upon. If we deny the 
mystery of His Atonement, the teaching the 
Bible becomes barbaric. The Christ of history and 
the Christ of the Bible are one, and the Christ of 
history and the Bible itself are interdependent for 
existence. That, broadly stated, is my theme.’ 


“ Concluding a discourse, which occupied an hour 
and a quarter in delivery, Dr. Morgan said 


“* The Christ that is presented to us in what is 
termed the New Theology” is not the Christ of 
the New Testament. I am p red to stand side 
by side with all who make their appeal to Scrip- 
ture. I sometimes wonder if the hour has not 
come for a new covenant—a covenant which says 
the New Testament is authoritative. I am not 
sure that the air would not be cleared if we took 
sides, but not in bitterness. I will have no part in 
any attack upon any man. Kemember that Chris- 
tianity is loyalty to Christ and love for those who 
differ from us. But we must stand together loyai: 
if we believe this to be the Word of God. If 
we are a forlorn hope, well, then, in the name of 
God, some of us will prefer to stand there. (Loud 
cheers.) I believe in the Christ of the Virgin 
Birth, in the Christ of vicarious death and glorious 
resurrection. I believe in the New Testament 
because it presents that Christ, and because He 
alone has been able to set the prisoner free. If I 
stood alone—though I do not think that at all 
likely—I do know that Christ has broken for 
me the power of sin, and quenched for me the 
power of passion.

“ Probably Kattowitz, one of the many large towns 
of mercantile districts of Upper Silesia, has never 
attracted any lover of nature, and certainly no one 
interested in God's kingdom has ever found anything 
there to rejoice his heart. As lately as three or four 
years ago no spiritual life was found in Kattowitz, and 
even today many of the surrounding towns are still in 
gross darkness. But just about that time Christian 
assembly was commenced through the preaching of 
itinerating evangelists in Upper Silesia, and soon a large 
number of German (Catholics and Protestants turned to 
Christ. These now form a centre of Christian work, 
seeking earnestly the evangelization of the surzounding 
districts, inhabited. chiefly by Catholic Poles, who 
strongly resist the truth of the Gospel. The Protestant 
Charch of the country having never given us the least 
encouragement or aid, makes us lean the more on God's 
Word, and take Him as our only refuge in the midst of 
many temptations and «difficulties. Our earnest desire 
is that God may lead us by His Spirit and by His Word 
to the full measure of the stature of Christ. 
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(Upper Silesia.) 


“ The meetings were well attended, indeed so over. 
crowded did they become that we were seven times 
compelled to remove the Gospel meetings to larger halls ; 
and although for a time the private rooms of a brother 
were sufficiently large for the smaller meetings, they at 
length became inadequate. Other rooms could not be 
found, and so we were obliged to build. Without any 
fands or human help, and relying only on God's Word 
and promises, we built our large substantial assembly 
meeting rooms, one room being spacious enough to 
accommodate six hundred persons, besides rooms for 
believers’ meetings and ten different dwellings. Though 
many dear people assured us they could not approve of 
out doings, the Lord has faithfully and quietly helped 
us up to the present time, We are convinced that a 
great work has been entrusted to us in this large manu- 
facturing district (reached as it is by four railways and 
seventeen electric trams), and also in the closely adjoining 
empires of Russia and Austria (Galicia). 

Our Christian assembly house serves two ends in the 
benighted commercial district. It is a witness of the 
triumph of the Lord Jesus Christ, and also a meeting 
place for all God's children, and for the seven assemblies 
in the neighbouring coal district, who have no hall of 
their own in which to meet together. The work goes on 
increasing. Every Sunday our Gospel Hall is opened, 
and every evening during the week a variety of meeting* 
are held for prayer and devotion, attended by men and 
youths, young women and older ones, boys and girls, 
members of the choir, Xc.; besides business meetings, 
prayer meetings for those who take the oversight of the 
work, and for others employed in tract distribution, Xc. 
So we are thankful to say our work increases slowly but 
steadily, and lately in a marked manner, the revival in 
Wales having found an echo in far-distant Kattowitz. 


(2) Tur SEMINARY FoR THE SLAVONIC Missio 
OTHER COUNTIES oF SoUTH-EAST EvRopre. 

A converted Pole from l’russian Silesia, who lives 
on the Russian frontier, knowing the spiritual misery 
there, applied to us to help him in the summer of 1904, 
his desire being to become a missionary to his country- 
men living in Russia. He was not sufficiently advanced 
to be accepted in a missionary college ; and even had he 
been, we did not know of one able to qualify for work 
amongst Poles. We therefore asked him to come to us 
and learn what he could from the brethren. Our people 
being entirely Polish, he could begin work here, and 
living amongst us, would have an, insight into our 
methogg and way of working. Soon after, a young 
German ſrom Slavonia (South Hungary) was commended 
9 Our care, speaking German, Magyar, and Croatian 
languages, and anxious to work more successfully in his 
native country. Then quite unexpectedly a Hungarian 
came to us, born in Bukharest, who knows the Roumanian 
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language, and consequently wished to train for mission 
work amongst the Koumanians, possibly to work in 
Siebenbiirgen. Last of all they brought us a Pole 
from Austrian Silesia. We were thankful for all whom 
God sent us, having room enough in our house, op 
portunities of learning mission work by labouring 
amongst the Poles and Germans around, and a happy 
gathering of Christians ready to help and encourage the 
four young students. We soon saw they needed firm 
guidance and instruction, but here again we were helped 
of God, several willing-hearted brethren coming ſot war 
with time and strength for the work, so that during the 
winter the students had twenty lessons cach week. In 
these lessons Bible study was given the first place, but 
many things were also taught, besides, that would prove 
useful to workers in God's vineyard, and practical in 
struction given where needed. Thus we had a little 
college unsought and unexpected! Not only in Galicia 
and Russia, but in our neighbourhood too, millions of 
poor Poles are living in ignorance and blindness, no onc

Recent require- 
ments of the London County Council, involving a 
very heavy outlay for structural alterations, which 
may not be final, necessitate removal from this 
time-honoured: building. At an opportune moment 
the family of Sir George Williams generously 
assigned to the National Council the lease of the 
commodious house, 13, Russell Square, in which 
the late President resided for upwards of a quarter 
of a century (to be known now as “ George 
Williams House”), as their contribution towards 
a projected memorial, and for use as the future 
headquarters of the National Y.M.C.A. movement. 
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The Rev. J. H. Ritson, one of the secretaries 


of the British and Foreign Bible Society, left 


England on January 11th to attend the Shanghai 
Missionary Conference. Mr. Ritson expects to 
reach Hong Kong, wid Colombo, on February 7th, 
and is due in Canton on February 12th, returning 
to Hong Kong the same week. After visiting 
Swatow, Amoy, and Fuchow, he hopes to arrive 
at Shanghai about February 26th. 

Mr. W. B. Sloan, home director of the China 
Inland Mission, has also left England in order to 
be present at the same Conference.

Newcastle-on-Tyne has lost one of its most 
outstanding and respected ministers in the Rev. 
Richard Leitch, one of the early members of the 
Evangelical Alliance who to the last retained the 
warmest interest in all its proceedings. At our 
Newcastle Conference in 1g05 Mr. Leitch gave the 
address of welcome to the Alliance on behalf of 
the Nonconformist Churches, and many will 
remember his warm sympathy and fervent prayers 
at the various gatherings. He died very suddenly 
at his residence in Newcastle on Sunday morning, 
January 20th. Mr. Leitch was a prominent figure 
in religious circles in the North, and was universally 
esteemed. For many years he was the popular 
minister of Blackett-street Presbyterian Church, 
and later of the new church in College Road. 

Mr. Leitch has filled the office of Moderator of 
the United Presbyterian Church of England. He 
always took a leading part in any evangelical 
work carried on in Newcastle, and for several 
years was an active supporter of the “noonday 
prayer meeting” instituted by the late Mr. D. L. 
Moody. 


Foreign Intelligence. 


THE regulations drawn up in accordance with the 
Chinese edict abolishing the use of opium are 
eleven in number. 

The first decrees that the cultivation of the 
poppy and the use of opium must cease in ten 
years; the second, that every one using opium 
must be registered, as well as the amount he uses, 
and that no one will be permitted to begin the 
use of opium from the date of the issue of the 
regulations. 

The third regulation provides for decreasing the 
use of opium by those now using it; the fourth 
and fifth for the gradual closing of opium shops; 
the sixth for the issue of medicines counteracting 
the opium habit. The seventh, eighth, ninth, and 
eleventh contain minor provisions. 

By the tenth regulation the Wal- pu- pu is com- 
manded to approach the British Minister with 
reference to the annual reduction of opium im- 
ported, and prohibits the manufacture of morphia 


forthwith.

The missionary prospect in Persia is now a 
bright one. The medical mission begun in 1879 
by the Church Missionary Society has already 
accomplished great things. Persian princes and 
governors use and protect the medical mission- 
aries, who are also well received among all ranks 
of the population. 

Last year twenty-five adults were baptized by 
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the C. M. S., which now numbers 184 baptized con- 
verts. This rate of progress is not fast, but in all 
Mohammedan lands the word is s/ow/y/ slowly / 
The late Shah removed many restrictions, but 
the free circulation of the Bible is still forbidden ; 
personal exceptions alone are allowed. Much will 
depend on whether English or Russian influence 

vails in Persia. Russia's defeat in the East 
will have its effect all over Asia.

There are more than six hundred cities in 
Argentina that have no Protestant missionary. 
There is perfect tolerance, and one may preach 
without fear of interference ; in fact, the authorities 
encourage Protestant work. Mr. George Smith, a 
missionary of Buenos Ayres, says: “ There never 
has been a time when so many open doors have 
presented themselves.” It is the same story in 
every South American country ; and the reorcupa- 
tion of Cuba by the United States of America will 
make the Gospel more acceptable in all Latin 
America. Protestantism is order; Romanisin 
disorder.

A Message to Evangelical Christendom.

“If I speak with the tongues of men and of angels. 
but have not love. | am become sounding brass, or a 
clanging cymbal. And if I have the gift of prophecy 
and know all mysteries and all knowledge; and if | 
have all faith. so as to remove mountains, but have not 
love. | am nothing. And if I bestow all my goods to 
feed the poor, and if I give my body to be burned, but 
have not love. it profiteth me nothing.” —1 Cor. % 1-3. 


That. the members of this Alliance earnestly and 
aflectionately recommend to each other in their own 
conduct. and particularly in their own use of the 
carefully to abstain from and put away all bitterness, 
and wrath, and anger, and clamour, and evil-speaking, 
with all malice ; and in all things in which they may yet 
difler from each other, to be kind, tender-hearted, for 
hearing one another in love, forgiving one another, even 
as God, for Christ's sake, hath forgiven them; in every 
thing seeking to be followers of God, as dear children, 
and to walk in love, as Christ also hath loved them. — 
Bvangdical Alliance Practical Resolutions, 1. 


un great subject of Christian love has not had 
the place in Christian thought or in the impulses 
of the Christian conscience which it ought to have. 
Churches have fallen from the high standard to 
which God calls them, and instead of putting love 
first, as the Word of God always does, we have, | 
fear, to a large extent subordinated it, and con- 
sidered other duties belonging to the general 
Christian character and profession. So far as that 
is true, we are altogether wrong, and contrary to 
Scripture precepts. Hence this message of St. 
Paul is a practical one. 

It is sometimes charged against evangelicalism 
that evangelicals pay too much attention to doc- 
trine and too little to practice. It has often been 
said that the cardinal doctrine of our evangelical 
faith— justification through the blood and righteous- 
ness of our Lord Jesus Christ without regard to 
ineritorious works of our own—is a doctrine which 
leads to carelessness in works ; that its tendency 
is to lead those who believe it to be more concerned 
to be justified through righteousness of another 
than to cultivate mghteousness of their own. I 
venture to say that is a most unjust assertion. 
Most certainly is there no argumentative point of 
view, or logical point of view, but | fear evan- 
gelicals generally have given too much reason for 
those who don’t understand our position to think 
it is so. There has been too much disposition

to let orthodoxy of doctrine stand for ortho- 
doxy of life, but those wholly misunderstand 
the real language of the evangelical faith as 
taught in the Word of God, who for one moment 
think that orthodoxy of creed can atone for non 
orthodoxy of charactér and life. At the same 


time. orthodoxy of creed, where it is rightly held 


and known, has very much to do with orthodoxy 
of character and orthodoxy of life, and nothing 
can be more intensely practical, if it be real and 


genuine, than the evangelical hold and under 


standing of the great cardinal truths of the Gospel 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. We must 
be practical if we are really evangelical. And what 
will be the great trend and the practical outcome 
of a truly evangelical faith? I claim it will be 
love’ There is no truer test by which to gauge 
the genuineness of the evangelical creed than to 
ask the question, How far does /eve enter into 
the life, into the motives, into the actions of those 
who profess to hold it? I may be everything else, 
may be orthodox in my life and character, but 
all these are useless if love is not leading the 
way. All the rest fails to profit me, or to be a true 
exponent of the faith I profess to believe. 

It is a practical message. We are to love, not 
as a duty, or because we ought, but to love because 
our hearts have so grasped or become conscious 
experimentally of the love of Christ that we cannot 
help doing so! We are to love so that love shines 
out in all our teaching, preaching, working, giving 
suffering, and whatever beside. Love is to be on 
the throne of the heart. 

We hear so much of doing nowadays—am I un- 
charitable in saying so f- but little comparatively 
of loving. Oh, the divisions which exist among 
Christians! I mean the heart divisions, standing 
off from one another, because we fail to look at 
things from the standpoint that all true things, all 
right things, all things worth living for, are Christ's, 
and everything that is His is given to us as a 
sacred trust to watch over, to pass on, to cultivate. 
Let us not commit the mistake of thinking be- 
cause we are busy about the work of Christ we are 
therefore faithfully serving Christ ; for all our busy 
zeal may lose the “well done,” may lose every 
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sign of reward because t has not been done in 
love. A more practical message could scarcely 
come to any heart than this message which comes 
to us from the Apostle Paul. 

lt is a meed/u/ message. We live in a peculiarly 
trymg age; we live in days when we” must, per. 
force, separate one from another in many causes 
and many respects, and just because it is so we 
need to love, because unless we have learned to 
love one another, to let love rule in our hearts, 
the almost enforced dividing lines some of us have 
to draw will mean the estrangement of sou! and 
the disturbance of that unity and harmony which 
mark the Kody of Christ. 

When we look around we see the world 
sneering at the evangelical faith; we see nominal 
Christians looking upon the cardinal truths of our 
creed as though they were no longer forceful or 
real or to be received, and nothing can bring back 
the force of conviction to the teaching of evan. 
gelical truth in these days of scepticism, rationalism, 
and higher criticism, like the coming over us all! 
of the spirit of love. The Church to-day in every 
section, in every aspiration, in every endeavour, 
needs a new baptism of the love of Christ, it 
needs a new rekindling of the fires of love upon 
the heart of every one of its members. Let us 
get a baptism of love. How we will then draw 
together, how the world will begin to feel that all 
Christianity is one, true Christians having the love 
of Christ in their Christianity and in their ind: 
vidual lives. 

But this is also a personal message. No one 
can look at the words of this text without being 
struck by the frequent recurrence of that great big 
1.“ St. Paul does not say “though we have the 
gift of prophecy.” It is “though I.” Why is this’ 
Because he would emphasize the personal duty 
and the personal privilege of each one in relation 
to the things of God. Bishop Westcott once said 
that “ we are too apt not to consider the threaten. 
ings and the promises of Scripture as personal 
things.” 

It is when we read the Word of God with per- 
sonal application, when we open the Word of God 
and let it come home to our individual hearts and 
minds it is then we realize what power there is in 
it. This message of love! How it leads each one 
to bare the heart before (cod, to ask that wherever 
we have been lacking in the past we may draw 
’ nearer and nearer the embodiment of that love 
which is the fruit of the Spirit. 

Oh ! that every Christian would see the import. 
ance of love coming into the personal life and the 
personal action. If every one of us goes forth 
living unto God in the sense of /oving, there will 
be a power wherever we move, mighty to the 


pulling down of strongholds. (od uses individuals , 
yes, and what is weak in the eyes of the world 
But the weak things which Cod uses are things 
prompted by love. The uncharitable heart, the 
heart that is bitter and revengeful and unforgiwing 
od will never use. But the heart that ts Christ. 
like, the heart that is meck and lowly, the heart 
that is ever stretching itself out to the needs of 
others though it bear the cost of self-sacrifice, ts 
the heart Cod will dwell in, the heart Cod will 
expand, the heart od will make a centre of love, 
of blessedness, and blessing. 

But what is the love which is the heart of this 
message’? It isa love which requires a word to 
be coined for it to express it in its New Testament 
character. The word translated “charity” uin ow 
authorized version is a word which indicates a 
grace which is never found in the human heart 


until the Holy (host has produced it there! | 


dont mean, when | say that, that there are no 
loving hearts by nature. We all know hearts 
which have as yet been unanointed by grace, and 
know lives which have not yet come under the 
power of the Holy (host, which are yet kindly, 
tender, sensitive, and ready to do others good. 
We hail that wherever we see it, we admire it 
wherever we behold it, we do not decry nor under- 
value it, but it is not the love which the Apostle 
sets forth. Natural love, however beautiful, how- 
ever strong, is still only natural love, This spiritual 
love, which can never be found save where the Spirit 
of God is Himself the producer of it, is the Grace 
of God, a bit of the Divine Nature put into our 
hearts, begotten in us by the power of the Holy 
(host. We are made through the promises 
of God's generous and everlasting covenant, as 
St. Peter tells us, “partakers of the Divine 
Nature.” We partake of Divine Holiness through 
Christ and the power of God—we are made holy 
as He is holy” by the sanctified energy of the 
Holy Ghost. In the same way we are made loving 
by the Love of Cod being shed abroad in our 
hearts, and as the Love of God is shed abroad in 
our hearts it wakens within us the response in the 
love, which is the fruit of the Spirit. Let us be 
clear about this. The love without which all our 
works, all our beliefs, all our doings come to 
nothing, is a divinely produced quality of charac- 
ter, an experience which flows out of the fact that 
we have been by God loved into this love of Christ, 
we are made love after the pattern of the Loving 
Saviour. It is something to pray for ; it is some- 
thing to aspire after ; something calling for an entire 
surrender of ourselves to the Holy Spirit in order 
that He may have complete control of us and 
bring it forth. That is why it triumphs. It 
triumphs over differences of opinions and diver. 
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sites Of operations. It enables us to look over all 
the barners which, while time lasts,.will continue 
in the wmudst of the people of God, and to love our 
brethren in spite of them, to bid each other Cod 
speed” without any jealousy or rivalry produced 
by differences which may lawfully exist ; but it ts 
only such love as God produces which can possibly 
omplish that 

Now, why is thes love made to be so essential - 
Why has it such a prominent place in the Scnp- 
tures and in the life and heart of those who are 
First, look at the place it occupies 
in the teaching of Christ Some of the most 
touching, sacred. and most sublime periods of the 
Fav outs earthly ministry are those m which He 
brings forward this great duty, this great character 
stu, thes great essential of the disciple’s life. He 
looks upon Hits disciples as He sees them striving 
with one another, seeking which shall be greatest 
in the Kingdom of Heaven. How it saddens His 
holy heart to see and hear their selfish striving. 
How He corrected it all! “One is your Master, 
and all ye are brethren.” How, as He looks around 
on them, and sees the tendency not to love one 
another, He says.“ A new commandment | give 
unto you, that ye love one another as I have loved 
you.” See, too, before He gave Himself up to 
death on our behalf, how He goes in the midst of 
His disciples in the upper room to wash the dis 
ciples feet, and tells them to do to one another ‘as 
lie has done to them. and how in that final fare 
well in the upper room He also says, “ These 
command you, that ye love one 
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things 1 
another’ 

Then look at the place it occupies throughout 
the whole of the Epistles. The more it existed in 
any church to which St. Paul wrote, so much the 
more did the Apostle make it his ground for urging 
them to continue in it yet more and more. This 
brotherly love always takes precedence in all the 
apostolic teachings, in all the apostolic precepts. 
And when you think about its place in the future— 
the future to-whtcl we aspire in all its fulness_and 
perfection, and for which we every day ask the Holy 
Ghost to prepare and fit us, unless in answer to our 
prayer this love is being daily increased in us, so 
as to abownd in us, we are lacking the very thing 
we shall need most and ought most to have culti- 
vated, for the atmosphere above is all love--no 
bickering, no jealousy, no suspicion, no division 
of heart--in heaven all is. joy, all is peace, all is 
love. Shall we who profess to be waiting for 
the Kingdom of Heaven, where love shall be 
essential, and, above all things manifest, yet sub- 
ordinate its position in us while we continue here ? 
Fitness for heaven in any practical sense means 
cherishing love here to the sacrificing to it every- 


thing that is not im itself essential to the truth or 
the glory of (od. 

But put it this way. Suppose | have not love, 
where is the evidence that / am Ged's child’ 
There 1s no Christian | am quite sure who would 
not say that to be a child of God is infinitely more 
important than to be an Episcopalian or Noncon- 
formist. It is everything to be a child of God. I 
may be all the rest, either one or other or each 
in turn, but if | am not a child of God it advan. 
tageth me nothing. It is everything to be a child 


of God. Suppose | am a child of God. What is 
the great proof? Let the Master answer the 
question. He says in the Gospel of St. Matthew, 


chap. v..“ | say unto you love your enemies, bless 
them that curse you, do good to them that hate 
vou, pray for them that despitefully use and 
persecute you, that ye may be the children of 
vour Father which is in Heaven. For if ye 
love them which love you, what reward have ye 
Do not even the publicans the same? he ye 
therefore perfect even as your Father which ts 
ih heaven is perfect.” You see our Lord’s idea 
of perfectness is love. “He ye. therefore, 
perfect as your Father which is in ‘heaven, 
is perfect.” // / have mo lowe, where is my re- 
semblance to Christ’ Christ who loves through 
and through, loving to all, loving to every one, 
loving all ways, is the Spirit of His great 
ministry, His great work for men. I say I am 
Christ’s, but I have no claim to the name of 
Christ unless there is a likeness of nature and of 
character. I am only a Christian as I am a 
Christ-ian. The Anglo-Saxon adjunct to the word 
means resemblance, likeness. I am a Christian 
if | am like Christ. It matters not what church 
I belong to, what ecclesiastical views I hold; if I 
am not like Christ I am not a Christian. I am 
a Christ-ian in proportion as I am like Christ. 
If have not love where is my likeness to Christ? 
where is my claim to belong to Him? // / have 
not love, where is the evidence that the Holy 
Paraclete has come to dwell in me? You cannot 
be a child of God and not be a temple of the Holy 
Ghost. God has no tenantless houses. For the 
heart that He has made His house he makes His 
home, He indwells it by the Holy Spirit. And if 
the Holy Spirit is there, I read in Ephesians, nothing 
can grieve Him like lack of love—if I am not for- 
giving, if I am not tender-hearted, if I am not ready 
to lay down myself and my ideas for the benefit of 
others, | grieve the Holy Spirit of God ; there is no 
evidence that He dwells in me. Well may the 
Apostle say, If I have not love, all else profiteth 
me nothing.’ 

I have striven to put this matter from, the stand- 
point of the Word itself. Brethren and feliow- 
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Christians, | have not raised the standard too high 
It is quite possible for some to say, “ We can never 
reach love like this Why not Me must reach 
We are not ready to meet our Lord until we do reach 
it. We cannot do our Lords work in the world 
without reaching tt. Wecan preach and yet be 
unloving. but our preaching will be but sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal. We may give away 
our goods until we pauperize ourselves, but having 
done that we have pauperized ourselves spiritually 
as utterly as we have done so in our temporal inter 
ests unless we have done it in love. We cannot 
do Christ's work without love. We may do many 
things, possess great virtues, have great organiza 
tions at work, and do great things which the news 
papers may trumpet forth, but they will stand for 
nothing without the love of Christ rules in our 
hearts, and unless love has guided and ruled, they 
will fail. We had better lay down all our work, 
we had better stop altogether from everything we 
do as Churches, ministers, or as individuals, and 


go in fora quiet retreat with od. if we have not 
ove until we experience it 

The history of the Church has been largely the 
history of controversies for lack of love, it has been 
largely the history of Christians treating one another 
without love, the drawing off, cutting asunder bec aus 
of individuals not pronouncmg our shibboleth, or: 
seeing things from our point of wew. May Cod give 
us a revival of love Where there is a revival love 
leads the way. Look at Wales. There were bitte: 
troubles there. A revival has come, and there has 
been a grand gathering together of all hearis as 
one. (,od is preparing the way for a great future, 
a great surring of the hearts of His people in this 
matter. “If | have not love” all is nothing, but if 


the love of God which is in Christ Jesus my Lord 
thrills through my heart and leads meck 
ness, lowlimess, and brotherliness, in the face of 
this we become indeed all one in Christ Jesus, and 
then the blessing of the Lord which maketh rich 
will be upon ys. and we shall see what glorious 
things God will do.
